OVERSEAS WORKS ACHIEVE RECORD PRODUCTION 





The Annual General Meeting of The Associated Portland 
Cement Manufacturers Limited was held on June 25 in London, 
Mr. J. A. E. Reiss, BEM (Chairman and Managing Director), 
presiding. 

The following is an extract from his circulated statement 
— accompanied the Report and Accounts sent to Stock- 
olders. 


VAST CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


The total capital expenditure of our Group during 1957 was 
£5,776,944 and during the 12 years since the last war we have 
expended on capital account no less than £42,369,525—this 
has been done without our issuing fresh capital. 

The Associated Portland Cement Manufacturers Limited 
holds over 80 per cent. of the equity of The British Portland 
Cement Manufacturers Limited, and 100 per cent. of the Alpha 
Cement Limited equity, so a clearer picture of our past year’s 
working in the United Kingdom is produced by combining the 
results of these three Companies than is shown in the Con- 
solidated Accounts which include our overseas interests. 

The trading surplus increased by £136,000 to £11,027,000. 
We set aside for depreciation £2,436,000 which was £98,000 
more than a year ago and the allocation for replacement of 
fixed assets of £725,000 was the same; the total provision under 
these headings was £3,161,000. After providing for depreciation 
and replacement we were left with £7,866,000. Provision for 
Taxation decreased by £107,000 to £4,263,000. 

Directors’ and Trustees’ emoluments, Debenture Service, 
Subvention payments to Subsidiary Companies and transfers 
to General and Contingencies Reserves together absorbed 
£2,298,000—an increase of £267,000, leaving for distribution 
£6,000 less than last year. It is proposed that the dividends to 
be paid shall remain the same as those paid in respect of 1956. 

These results can be considered eminently satisfactory in view 
of the falling off in the Home Trade market in the second half 
of-the year and I am sure you will wish me to send your con- 
gratulations to all who are working for the Group. 


PAST YEAR 

The goodwill enjoyed by your Company with its customers 
was decisively proved by the fact that we were able to increase 
our share of the trade under these changed and more difficult 
conditions. 

In my last statement I reported on the undertaking that the 
Cement Industry had given not to increase Home prices for the 
12 months ending June 30, 1957. At that date an increase of 
just under 7s. a ton had to be made in the Home price to meet 
additional costs, principally those of fuel and power. 

A further undertaking was given by the Industry to maintain 
the new prices for another 12 months period unless there was an 
increase in the cost of coal or unless something unexpected or 
exceptional happened during that period. 

Once again we had a difficult year in the Export Trade. 
Competition from eastern Europe was not quite as severe as in 
the previous year but a great deal of new production was 
started up in different parts of the world with the result that 
total world exports showed a decrease. 

Despite these factors and increasing Japanese competition 
aided by subsidised freight rates, we exported over a million 
tons, albeit at substantially decreased prices, and thus main- 
tained our share of world exports. 


THIS YEAR 


Estimates for the falling off in the Building Industry this year 
are as high as 20 per cent. Owing to the very mild winter last 
year it was expected that deliveries at Home would fall very 
considerably below those of the first few months of 1957. 
However, in spite of some quite bad weather the forecasts have 
proved to be pessimistic and on present indications it would be 
reasonable to assume that deliveries in the Home Trade will 
not be more than 10 per cent. down on last year. 


MR. J. A. E. REISS ON GROWING IMPORTANCE OF THE DEVELOPMENT OF SPECIAL CEMENTS 








The impact of this loss of tonnage may well not be unduly 
severe because it must be remembered that your Company has 
been producing since the war at a rate considerably in excess of 
the design capacity of its works. When every ounce of cement 
is needed some sacrifice in efficiency is inevitable particularly 
in regard to fuel consumption, and a large amount of night and 
week-end work at penal overtime rates becomes necessary in 
order to process the raw materials. 

The present trend of trade is, therefore, giving our works the 
opportunity of returning to more normal operating conditions, 
and since the middle of last year very satisfactory savings in 
fuel consumption have been achieved, whilst several old and 
uneconomical kilns which were pressed into service during 
the period of peak demand have once again been closed down. 

This has inevitably meant that there has been a certain labour 
redundancy but happily this has been on a small scale. I am 
sure you will be glad to hear that those for whom work could 
no longer be found, generally had no difficulty in obtaining 
other employment. 


DEVELOPMENT OF SPECIAL CEMENTS 


A great deal of attention is being paid to the production of 
types of cement for specialised purposes as it is felt that there is a 
great field open for such products which has not been satis- 
factorily catered for in this country up till now. 

During the year we introduced a new type of Oil Well Cement, 
as well as a Hydrophobic Cement sold under the name of 
* Hydracrete,’ which can be stored for long periods in damp 
climates without deterioration—this has been very well received 
in some of our principal export markets and is now being 
delivered in large quantities to the new Royal Air Force base in 
the Maldive Islands. 

Our Research Department continues to be actively engaged 
on new developments of this kind from which we expect to 
receive an increasingly good return in future years. 


CONFIDENCE IN PLYMOUTH INVESTMENT 


Negotiations are at present in hand to acquire the cement 
works of the Amalgamated Limestone Corporation Limited 
at Plymouth, and it is expected that these will be brought to a 
successful conclusion in the near future. 

We have great confidence in our Plymouth investment which 
will place us in an unassailable position in that part of the 
Country. 

EXPORTS 


So far as exports are concerned we expect another difficult 
year with decreasing profit margins. On the other hand, we are 
supplying certain large contracts abroad, and expect only a small 
decrease in volume. 


OVERSEAS WORKS 


Since the end of the war our interests overseas have been 
greatly expanded and the works achieved a record production 
of over 2,000,000 tons last year, which is more than three times 
as much as the overseas production in 1948. 

These interests make a growing contribution to our profits and, 
while there are indications of an easing in the demand for cement 
in some countries, prospects generally are regarded as satis- 
factory. 


CONCLUSION 


The Blue Circle Group of Companies has for many years 
been the largest cement manufacturing and distributing organisa- 
tion in the world and I am sure it is your wish that it should 
remain so. To achieve this your Directors attach great import- 
ance to the maximum possible expansion abroad, where big 
possibilities are still open to us as you will see from my remarks 
on our Overseas operations. 

The greatest prospects at the moment lie within the British 
Commonwealth, but we shall keep a close watch on oppor- 
tunities arising in other parts of the world.

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LOCAL GOVERNMENT ARCHITECTS’ SOCIETY 


URING recent years it has been evident that there has been a degree of 
unrest among some of the assistant architects employed in local govern- 
ment and regional boards. Representations have been made to the RIBA 
from time to time on unsatisfactory salary scales and conditions of service, 
and although the Salaried and Official Architects Committee has rendered 
valuable advice on individual problems, the RIBA by the terms of its Charter 
cannot enter into negotiation on such matters with the-employing authorities. 
NALGO, which is the main association for staff engaged in local government, 
has assisted its architect members as far as possible, but having regard to the 
wide field covered by that Association, it is understandable that the problems 
affecting the professional man cannot receive the specialist and detailed con- 
sideration which may consider to be necessary. To counter this, the main 
professional group of officers in local government—i.e. the accountants, 
architects, education officers, engineers and legal officers—have suggested the 
formation of a panel of professional officers, within the framework of National 
Joint Council, to enable the professional officers in association with NALGO 
to discuss and make agreements with the employing authorities on all matters 
affecting salaries and conditions of service. 


The other professions concerned have in being associations representing 
their members in local government service; if architects are to participate 
in the proposed panel it is necessary for an association to be formed which will 
be representative of architects engaged in local government and be recognised 
by the employing authorities as a responsible body. 

The successful formation on Friday last of the new Society, provisionally 
called the Local Government Architects’ Society, is therefore the first step in 
ensuring that architects will have an organisation of similar standing to those 
of the other four professions and will be able to speak with authority on the 
proposed panel. There will no doubt be many teething troubles to overcome 
in the early stages in setting up an entirely new organisation, but with hard 
work and enthusiasm a body of opinion should soon be established which will 
make itself felt with the other professional organisations. It is hoped also that 
by maintaining a close link with the RIBA, exchange of information will be of 
mutual benefit. The prospect of some form of trade union or association may 
be distasteful to some people but under present-day conditions it is necessary 
to appreciate that where, as in local government and regional boards the 
employing authorities are parties to nationally agreed scales, it is necessary 
to form some form of organisation which can discuss with specialist knowledge 
the problems of its members. 


The idea of some of the professions forming a group to consider mutual 
problems has much to commend it, as there is considerable benefit in the 
exchange of opinions which assists in appreciating the other fellow’s point of 
view. Although the proposed professional panel will operate in a limited field 


it may well be the forerunner of a closer co-operation between professions of 
similar standing. 


In wishing the Society every success in its future career we shall hope that 
it will achieve the fuller recognition of the part that architects can play in local 
government affairs. Members of the Society will no doubt realise that the 
ultimate outcome will depend upon maintaining the highest quality of profes- 
sional skill (an aim on which all architects, whether in public or private employ 


should be united) as without this all the associations in the world can have no 
lasting value. 
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THE INSTITUTE VOTES 


HE result of the RIBA council elections is, to put it mildly, surprising. In 
spite of the ardent campaign which preceded an annual general meeting 
‘packed’ in both senses of the word, and the overwhelming adoption of a 
resolution that clearly had as its intention to alter the course of the Institute 
ship, only 4,833 of about 14,000 voting papers sent out were returned, and of 
these 62 were spoilt. In effect, only about 100 votes more than last year were 
cast. 

A situation where only 32 per cent. of those entitled to vote in fact did so, 
must give food for serious thought to those who have pressed for a wider 
representation of the profession on Council and believe in the virtues of election 
rather than selection. Consider the results: of the ten ‘free’ places, six have 
gone to London, one to Oxford, one to Chelmsford, one to Birmingham (via 
Crawley New Town) and one to Scotland (via Canterbury). It is a fair 
deduction from this that a preponderence of votes was cast by London and the 
Home Counties, and if this was in fact so, what was the rest of the country 
doing ? It is difficult not to believe that some at least of the candidates were 
known to architects working in the provinces; there was no need, in any case, 
to vote for as many as ten names. The impartial observer is driven to the 
conclusion that there is no valid reason other than apathy to account for a 
situation where fewer than one architect in three can take the trouble to com- 
plete and return a form of such importance to his professional organisation. 

Unless this apathy can be dispelled, the Institute is in for a difficult period. 
The Council is confronted with a full programme—of which architectural 
education, the work of the ad hoc committee and an extension of the work of 
public relations form only part—and to this must now be added serious con- 
sideration of the implications of the resolution carried at the annual general 
meeting, a resolution whose terms in general were sufficiently clear but the 
specific implementing of which will be less easy. Particularly so, will be giving 
effect to the desire expressed at the annual meeting that the President and honor- 
ary Officers be chosen from elected members of council. This is one of those 
well-sounding and well-meaning intentions, no doubt, with which the architects’ 
section of Hell is paved; the practical fact is that one cannot fill positions of that 
importance by throwing names across the Council chamber, for their successful 
prosecution requires claims on time, arrangements for which cannot be made at 
a moment’s notice. 

The new Council, it may be hoped, will move warily before committing the 
Institute, whose best interests it has been elected to serve, to a course of action 
which could prove to its disadvantage. Here Mr. Cleeve Barr’s presence on 
the Council is all to the good; as the mover of the resolution calling for reform 
he will be able to both explain the precise meaning of his resolution and help 
the Council in its task of securing amendment. To him and to the new mem- 
bers (on whom, by virtue of displacing a number of architects who have given 
long and valuable service to the Institute, an especial responsibility will rest) 
we offer our sincere good wishes. In Mr. Spence, the newly elected President, 
they have a leader who, in a presidential term which may be a fateful one for 
the RIBA, is worthy of their support. 


CATHEDRALS AND KANGAROOS 


REPORT in the Manchester Guardian the other day of traffic near Lincoln 
Cathedral held up by a kangaroo conjures up in the imagination all sorts 
of possibilities for the architect to explore and the camera to exploit. 

Perhaps we are accepting too readily the strictures of town planners with 
their easy assumptions that our streets shall be filled with motor cars and our 
pavements with people, and that where nature intervenes it shall be where green 
belts appear on the master plan and where the planner in his wisdom has 
ordained that trees and gardens shall flourish. Nor do we question that where 
buildings can no longer relate themselves to the human scale, they shall take 
shape and form in landscape and skyline. 

But what of the kangaroo? Our marsupial friend at Lincoln was perhaps 
over-ambitious in his choice of architectural setting, but even so he provides a 
lesson which it would be foolish to ignore. Architects might do well to consider 
whether that office block elevation would really provide a suitable backcloth 
for a visiting elephant before they present it to their clients for approval, and 
they should not lose sight of the possibility that the otherwise happy single- 
storey solution to their school design could be completely ruined by just one 
stray giraffe. 

Man and Science are formidable allies, but Mother Nature evidently has a 


manoeuvre or two up her sleeve still, so let us beware lest we plan without 
the kangaroo.

He has an ability to see the 
architectural profession in the round and 
not as a series of separate units each 
seeking its own salvation. His task is 
to lead a renaissance of architecture as 
a profession no less than as an art. We 
shall hope that both Council and members 
will rally to him.

Georgian Group Speaks Out 


THE TENDENCY of the MoHLG to rule 
that some ‘listed’ buildings threatened 
with demolition are of ‘purely local 
interest’ is rather ruefully commented 
upon in the Report of the Georgian 
Group for 1957. This practice, it is 


|} pointed out, is inconsistent with the list- 


ing of buildings by the Minister as * of 
special architectural or historic interest.’ 
A case in point is The Maids of Honour 
Teashop at Richmond, Surrey, statutorily 
listed and officially described as ‘a very 
fine Regency shop front’ (illustrated in 
the Report). Listing, it is claimed, should 
have operated to save the structure and 
to turn the developer’s attention to some 
other property. Instead, the Ministry 
informed the planning authority that 
‘neither the existing shop front nor the 
building as ‘a whole is of more than local 
importance.’ It would be interesting to 
know how such inconsistencies can occur. 
As it is, Richmond High-street has been 
tobled of a notable ornament. 

O'her Georgian works about which 
anx'ety is felt include the Soane gateways 
to he Langley Hall Estate, Norfolk 
(rec -ntly broken up); the old Toll House 
on he Bath-road, Welford, Berks; and 
the Music Room at Lancaster, with its 


magnificent eighteenth-century _ plaster- 
work ceiling, all of which are illustrated. 


On the question of modern buildings 
in a Georgian setting, the report queries 
proposed technical colleges at Bath and 
Wakefield, but commends. one at 
Worcester as an attractive addition to the 
landscape. The report is issued from 2, 
Chester-street, London, SW1.

I have frequently suggested 
to clients that I should inform  sub- 
contractors of the amounts included in 
valuations for work executed by them, 
but on one occasion only has this been 

agreed to.

The main heating in the church is from copperad forced 
air convectors concealed in the lean-to roof space with 
flush grilles on the clerestorey panels. Air is drawn from 
the floor level of the church through ducts to the lean-to 
roof space, giving an even and efficient circulation. The 
remainder of the heating is by normal radiators operated 
by a gas-fired boiler. Ventilation is by ordinary methods 
through windows and ceiling grilles. 


The organ and choir are located above the entrance hall. 
The organ motor, blower and pipes are concealed behind 
a large oak grille. The remainder of the gallery wall, the 


clerestorey panels and the gallery front are faced with 
acoustic tiles. 


Marble mosaic has been used on the reredos, altar, 
gradines, pulpit and baptismal font. The nave, sanctuary 
and sacristies have wood block floors. The entrance hall, 
vestibules, stairs and lavatories are in terrazzo, and various 
other domestic floor finishes were used in the presbytery.

Construction: The 3 in. thick shell forms a paraboloid 
with a span of 175 ft. and a rise of 24 ft. 42 in. Four 
segments with a secant of 124 ft. 3 in. were cut off the 
circular projection, giving a square base and segmental 
Openings on all sides. The formwork was designed as 
identical parabolas placed at varying levels in parallel, 
equidistant vertical planes. Since the curvature of the 
shell is quite small, the ‘generating’ scaffold tubes were 
bent to only three different radii, and the varying 
curvature has been obtained by ‘springing’ the tubes 
during fixing.

The Act therefore directs that the 
regulations shall be administered by the 
local authorities, viz :

‘Where there are deposited with a 
Local Authority plans of a proposed 
industrial building the Local Authority 
shall . . . pass the plans for the purposes 
of this Act unless they show that the 
building will not conform to the pre- 
scribed standard, and if the plans show that 
the building will not so conform, they shall 
reject them for those purposes.’ 

Section 10 of the Act interprets ‘plans’ 
as also to include specifications ; so that 
the specification of the form of insulation 
in the deposited documents will be suffi- 
cient evidence. 

The local authority is required by the 
Act to approve or disapprove within one 
month from deposit of the plans ; except 
where, outside the County of London, 
the authority’s meetings are not held 
more frequently than monthly, when the 
relevant period is five weeks. 

In the local authorities also is to be 
vested the power to enforce conformity 
with the regulations as : where any build- 
ing is built not in conformity therewith, 
they may give notice to the owner to pull 
down the building or so to alter it as to 
make it conform. If the owner does not 
comply with this notice within 28 days, 
“or such longer period as a magistrates’ 
court may, on his application allow,’ the 
local authority may do what is necessary

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to bring the building into conformity, or 
pull it down and remove it ; and recover 
the cost from the owner. 

Although a standard of insulation may 
be prescribed, it may be a matter of 
opinion whether the means proposed will 
in fact satisfy that standard ; and there 
are other equally debatable points in this 
technique. In the event of a dispute arising 
between the local authority and the 
people responsible for erecting the building 
the questions may be referred to the Minis- 
ter, whose decision shall be final. 

As it is notoriously a fact that factory 
buildings are always needed ‘the day 
before yesterday,’ the delays inevitably 
involved in such extended legal processes 
would be intolerable, thus making this 
Section (5) of the Act, a very powerful 
incentive to the fullest compliance with the 
regulations. 


Older Techniques 


The insulation of buildings is by no 
means novel as for example, the thick 
cob or pisé walls and deep thatch of the 
Devonshire cottage combine to make it 
one of the most comfortable dwellings 
known. These two forms of insulation 
represent the materials of the older tech- 
niques—the homogeneous but not too 
dense fire-resisting mineral basis, and the 
cellular, fibrous, structure of multi-cellular 
air entrainment. These basic materials 
embody the vices and virtues of many 
refined varieties of their kinds ; the worst 
vice of some of the cellular and fibrous 
forms being, of course, their high com- 
bustibility. 

In the recent past some of the most 
excellent materials for building insulation 
have been developed from cellulose and 
animal fibres of various kinds ; and until 
quite recently they have mostly been very 
vulnerable to fire and to the rapid spread 
of flame. This risk is one that could not be 
increased lightly, and the occurrence of 
some disastrous industrial fires at the time 
this Bill was being debated in the House 
drew the attention of the Legislative body 
to this risk. Therefore a special Section (3) 
in the Act empowers the Minister by 
regulations to ‘ . . . direct that a Local 
Authority shall reject... plans of a 
proposed industrial building . . . if the 
plans show that conformity ... to the 
prescribed standard will depend (wholly 
or to a substantial extent) upon the use . . . 
of materials of a kind specified in the 
regulations which do not conform to such 
standard of resistance to the spread of 
flame as may be specified or described in 
the regulations, unless the plans show that 
the materials will be used in such a way as 
not to enhance the risk of fires breaking 
out or spreading in the building.’ 

These ‘restricted materials, like the 
‘ prescribed standard ’ are to be described 
in the regulations yet to be issued. 

Fortunately, modern chemistry and 
physics have been applied for quite a long 
time to overcoming the danger of flame- 
spread in the more vulnerable materials, 
and one may anticipate the early avail- 
ability of numerous improved and more 
fire-resistant versions of materials that are 
both familiar and well-tried insulating 
media with highly-developed fixing tech- 
niques.

Although this new Act makes de jure 


what has been in many architectural 
practices de facto for a long time, namely 
the routine insulation of new factory 
buildings, it will bring into line many 
factory owners who have not hitherto 
appreciated the great benefits that accrue 
from proper insulation. The Act is 
restricted to the treatment of new buildings, 
but the advantages to be gained from the 
insulation of old, thinly-clad buildings 
have been learned by many factory owners 
and the economic advantages to be gained 
by them and the tremendous gain in the 
physical well being of their workpeople 
have been much publicised recently. There 
is a considerable degree of complication, 
involving taxation and insurance, in 
ascertaining the exact financial advantages; 
but there can be no question of the benefits 
to be derived from comfortable workers, 
working more accurately and more 
regularly, with substantial reduction and 
even virtual elimination of absenteeism, 
as reported in many cases. 

The duties of architects and builders 
to their clients in erecting future industrial 
buildings are clear enough. They must 
insulate the buildings against heat loss up 
to a prescribed standard, and they must 
not do it by means of any of the restricted 
combustible materials of low resistance to 
spread of flame. As mentioned above, the 
prescribed standard has not yet become a 
regulation under the Act; but it is known 
that it is likely to be based on a rate of 
heat loss through the roof of not more than 
12 British Thermal Units an hour per 
square foot of roof area in an external 
temperature of 30 deg. F. 

It will be noted that the standard 
suggested applies only to the roof and not

to the walls. This may seem strange until 
the ratio between roof area and wall area 
is considered. Taking as a unit a single- 
storey factory of 100,000 sq. ft. floor area— 
say about 333 ft. by 300 ft.—the perimeter 
is about 1,266 ft. run. Taking an average 
height of 25 ft., this gives a wall area of 
31,650 sq. ft., or rather less than one third 
of that of the roof. Hitherto the use of 
thin claddings has been common to both 
wall and roof surfaces, but under the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment Model By-laws, series IV, 1953 
edition, standards of fire resistance were 
imposed under which very many such 
buildings are required to have walls of 
84 in. thick brick or 4 in. thick concrete 
blocks to give two hours fire resistance. 

The prescribed standard is not intended 
to apply to rooflights or openings in the 
roof, and it is common for the glazed 
areas of factory roofs to be equal to at least 
25 per cent of the floor area. Hence, if a 
factory owner should wish to build a 
Crystal Palace, up to 100 per cent of roof 
and wall area being of glass (and such 
factories do exist), then he need not 
insulate it at all. But conversely, as he will 
have a high thermal loss in the heating 
season, so he will have a high thermal gain 
in the summer, which of course is very 
satisfactory in horticulture for ripening 
tomatoes but is not recommended for 
machine operators. 

Taking into consideration the very high 
proportion of glass used in most factory 
walls, it will be seen that the need for 
further insulating the walls, once glazed 
areas are exempted, is very slight. Whilst 
it is not intended to require the insulation 
of parts of factories in which heat-raising 
processes are employed, it will be 
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permissible to vary the insulation according 
to the design temperature of the verioy; 
parts of the factory. Thus, with an in‘erna| 
temperature of 70 deg. F. the ‘U’ value 
should not exceed 0.3. At the more sua] 
internal temperature of 60 deg. F. tl e‘U’ 
value would be 0.4, and at the stat story 
level for manual work, of 55 deg. | . the 
‘U’ = 0.48. The most onerous con ‘ition 
of roof insulation therefore would { ive a 
‘U’ value rather superior to that of < 9 ip, 
London stock brick wall plastered 0 1 one 
side (‘U’ = 0.36). 

This standard would apply, of c curse. 
equally to sloping and flat roofs, ard the 
method of insulating them nat irally 
varies, as the cladding media vary con. 
siderably. Fundamentally, insulati nis 
largely a matter of trapping air inet ly in 
layers or cells; and the methods of foing 
so in various ways are inherent i1 the 
ranges of materials available fo: the 
purpose. 


Thermal Balance 


The heat reaches the enclosing env elope 
by three main channels. First, by 
convection, or by contact with warn air 
which transfers enough heat to the mi terial 
of the envelope to strike a thermal ba:ance 
Secondly, by conduction, or by the s read 
of heat along the structure, which traasfers 
its excess heat gain elsewhere. And thirdly 
by radiation; in which heated surfaces 
radiate infra-red rays to surrounding 
bodies which absorb and are heated by 
them until a thermal balance is achieved 
Whilst the heat transference is maintained, 
and that means while fuel continues to 
burn, the heat increase in all these bodies 
continues also. If the heat is not passed 
on to the outer atmosphere then the internal 
temperature will continue to rise until it 
becomes intolerable. 

The rate of flow of heat from inside to 
outside depends mainly on two things: the 
temperature differential between the two 
sides of the envelope, and the effectiveness 
of the envelope as a heat barrier. Heat 
barriers, like sound barriers, can be 
provided very effectively by substantial 
masses of fairly loose materials. Dimen- 
sions in economical factory structures do 
not permit the use generally of such 
substantial barriers. Less efficient ones,

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however, can be provided by entraining air 
in labyrinthine structures of much more 
slender dimensions, and most of the 
currently available materials depend upon 
this fact. Thin sheets of such materials 
are cepable of giving the required resist- 
ance o thermal transmittance. Radiant 
heat bas the advantage of being light rays 
and cf obeying the normal laws of light. 
There ore, if thin but dense mirrors are 
ysed ‘ the path of radiation they reflect 
back che rays of heat to a large degree 
and ¢ ) not permit its transmittance. These 
barric “Ss OF mirrors are usually metal foils, 
and is such are of course subject them- 
selves to thermal gain. If they are in close 
conta t with other metals and similar 
mater als they will transmit some of the 
radia t heat received, by conduction to the 
struct ire and wherever such heat bridges 
occur here will be heat leakage. Therefore 
these ‘oils are often made up in cellular 
form. entrapping inert air cells and in 
effect orming synthetic labyrinths.

4. To retain within the building the 
majority of the heat supplied to it 
by the combustion of fuel. 

The fourth function must be combined 
efficiently and inexpensively with the other 
three and must do so without creating 
indirectly additional high costs above the 
actual cost of the insulating media and 
their means of support. For example, 
in light claddings and light insulations, 
the question of weight might not appear to 
be important. Compare, however, some 
of the relevant weights of claddings and 
nsulations (shown in Table A). 

Applying the worst of these cases (an 
increase of 2.7 lbs. per sq. ft. of roof 
surface to the previous example of a 
factory of 100,000 sq. ft. and assuming 
25 per cent glazing) it will be found that 
an additional weight of about 90 tons will 
require support. This must obviously be 
reflected in increases in the structural 
frame, the purlins, trusses, primary beams 
and girders, stanchions or columns, and 
right down to the foundations. Clearly, 
therefore, the lighter forms of insulation 
are indicated as probably the most econo- 
mical. This is not, however, to be taken 
for granted, as the heavier forms may be 
easier and cheaper to apply. The case

at the LTE Aldenham-road Services 
Factory—has very great balancing advan- 
tages in ease and economy of laying and 
of maintenance, as well as of extremely 
high fire resistance. 


The number of proprietary materials 
and systems of roof insulation is so great 
and the varieties are so extensive that it is 
impossible in this brief article to attempt to 
review them. They comprise, in general, 
sheets and boards of fibrous and mineral 
materials, such as wood and cane fibre- 
boards, plasterboards, asbestos sheets and 
fabrics applied either in contact with the 
cladding or, more efficiently, air-spaced

anxious to have the house opened up as much as 
possible to the southern view. Although forfeiting 
the advantage of any lights to the west, the garage 
and stores were planned on that side of the house for 
reasons of economy and afford, in fact, an effective 
thermal shield to the house from the prevailing winds, 
which on this exposed site can be severe.

whole having a ‘U’ value of 0.15. The d.p.c. in stone 
walling is copper-armoured ‘Sisalkraft.’ The rear external 
wall to the kitchen is of two leaves of 4} in. light- 
weight concrete block with a 2 in. cavity, rendered exter- 
nally and painted with broken white stone paint. Interior 
partitions are of brick or clinker block. The floor con- 
struction is screed on a damp-proof membrane of 4 in.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From ‘ The Builder’ of June 26, 1858. 
LayING Out PuBLic PLAces.—At the 

time of the completion of the Nelson 
Column the open space now called 
Trafalgar-square was free. Now the only 
effective in the facade or front of the 
National Gallery is its portico — far 
advanced before this stood at the time, 
and now stands, the equestrian statue of 
King Charles. It was determined to 
place the column where it. now stands. 
The unhappy King Charles is wholly 
overcrowded by the admiral behind and 
above him. 

The placing of this column in the centre 
was ‘the first step that has cost’ all the 
mischief, and which has also led to a 
general distaste for the spot, and has 
checked its art enhancements, a sufficient 
evidence of which is to be seen in the 
retributive incompletion of the 
decoration of the base, now after a lapse 
of 20 years. 

I also call attention to the strange 
arrangement of material in this — the 
base and column are of granite, the foil- 
age of the capital is bronze, but Nelson, 
himself, the hero to whom the whole 
trophy is raised, is in secondary stone!

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THERMAL INSULATION OF 
INDUSTRIAL BUILDINGS

away from it. They include wood fibres 
bound with cement and straw mats 
similarly treated, in slab form; cork slab 
of granular cork cemented together by 
their own adhesive media. Some for: 1s ug 
diatomaceous earths compressed into 
boards. There are expanded m_ 1eral 
such as vermiculite laid in the fo m of § 
screeds and slabs. Alternatively the -e are 
the metal foils used either singly or jp 
structural forms, or supported by g psum 
or fibre boards; and there are various ‘orms 
of expanded plastics or plastic film 
structural cellular formations. Thee are 
quilts of various kinds, including glas 
fibre and various vegetable forms, sich as 
grasses and straws. 


Often these are used alone; som tims 
in conjunction with suspension syste: ns for 
easy and concealed fixing. Sometimes the 
forms are combined to make more etiicient 
resultant insulations. Most of ther: ulti. 
mately bear out the aphorism that the most 
effective form of insulation is air. inert 
and entrained; and most of theia ar 
methods of ensuring the stability of one or 
more layers of air. 


The selection of the method of insulation 
depends on many factors, and every case 
must be investigated individually; usually 
several different methods must be con- 
pared in order to select the most suitable 
one. A very important factor in this is the 
proper relation of the insulation io the 
heating systems; as some insulators are 
more suitable for certain types of heating 
than others. 


For example, where the heating is by 
radiation there is a definite advantage in 
using mirror type foils as at least one 
element of the insulation; and in that case, 
the foil would probably be most effective 
if used on the internal surfaces. 


Numerous case histories are available 
in print which give very complete details 
of media, methods of application, financial 
effects; and the experience of factory 
owners and their engineers in the use of 
buildings that have thus been insulated. 
This available and growing fund of 
knowledge is already of the utmost value 
to architects, builders and engineers who 
have to deal with factory buildings and it 
is to be hoped that one of the appropriate 
research bodies will consolidate _ the 
material and reduce it so far as possible 
to easily accessible form and publish it as 
a standard guide for practical use.

AT a meeting held at the RIBA on 
June 20 and attended by over 300 
brchitects employed by more than 100 
wuthorities, it was decided to form the 
ocal Government Architects’ Society. 
embers were enrolled immediately 
Liter the proceedings had ended, each 
paying a subscription of 5s., so that the 
xpenses of a provisional executive com- 
mittee, elected by ballot at the meeting, 
should be covered. The meeting adopted 
he following resolution, moved by Mr. 
hurston M. Williams (LCC), a member 
nf the preparatory committee which had 
explored the possibilities of forming the 
society and had called the meeting: 
‘This meeting of architects in local 
government, new town development, 
the public utilities and the hospital 
boards expresses its dissatisfaction with 
the present level of status and salary 
of the salaried architect. It is con- 
scious of the réle played by the exist- 
ing trade unions, as a result of whose 
efforts architects, along with their pro- 
fessional and non-professional col- 
leagues, have received many benefits. 
But, in order to make further advances 
possible, the meeting believes there to 
be a need to strengthen immediately 
the representation of architects in the 
negotiating machinery affecting their 
conditions of service. To do this the 
meeting proposes to form a Local 
Government Architects’ Society.’ 
This motion was carried with no oppo- 
ition, but three abstentions. 


It was also agreed that the terms of 
eference of the provisional executive 
ommittee should be: (1) The partici- 
bation, along with other professional 
rganisations, in any discussion or 
egotiation that may lead to the forma- 
ion of a ‘ professions’ panel within the 
ational Joint Council for local govern- 
nent; (2) The range and scope of mem- 
ership; (3) The organisational form of 
he Society; (4) Its financial policy and 
ate of subscription; (5) Relations with 
he RIBA and other trade unions having 
tchitect members; (6) Methods of pub- 
city; (7) A draft constitution. 

The provisional exeeutive committee 
as instructed to report on these matters 
ithin six months, following which a 
epresentative meeting of members will 
e called at which the necessary officers 
nd committees will be appointed in 
ccordance with the constitution which 
ill then be approved. Interim reports 
te also to be issued by the provisional 
Kxecutive committee. 
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The Society’s Aims 


At the beginriing of the meeting, Mr. R. H. 
HEPPARD presided. He explained that he 
as taking that position only for that meet- 
hg. The RIBA had given the preparatory 
ommittee the use of the building for the 
necting. He added that the preparatory 
ommittee did not believe that it was pos- 
ble for any single professional unit inside 
bcal government to put effective pressure on 
ociety as a whole to organise successfully a 
Tucture of salaries and working conditions 
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ocal Government Architects 


and so on. This was only likely to be done 
by the professions in local government 
getting together and acting together, and it 
was for that reason that he hoped that the 
new society, if it was decided to form one 
that evening, would be motivated towards 
acting with the other professions rather 
than towards a narrow field of trying to push 
architects forward in advance of the other 
professions. ‘I agree that there may be a 
special case for considering architects out- 
side the wages and salaries structures of the 
other professions,’ he’ added, ‘ but it seems to 
me that the primary object of the society 
will be best served by the largest number of 
professions acting together rather than by 
any single unit inside local government 
acting separately.’ 

When the proposal to form the society was 
first mooted in rather a nebulous way, said 
Mr. Sheppard, it was found that there was 
no way under the terms of its present con- 
stitution in which the RIBA could participate 
in the movement. The only societies which 
were already in this field were the County 
Architects’ Society and the Society of County 
and Borough Architects, and for obvious 
reasons they were unable to take part. They 
could not embrace all levels of local govern- 
ment architects, so it. became essential to 
have a new society of local architects set up 
if that section of the profession was to play 
the part which its members and interests 
warranted. 


Better Negotiating Machinery 


The primary purpose of the meeting was 
to provide better negotiating machinery for 
local government architects. They were not 
there to fight NALGO. Expressing the hope 
that better negotiating machinery would be 
set up as a result of the formation of the 
society, Mr. Sheppard said the society was 
going to have a lot of hard bargaining to do 
both inside and outside NALGO. In so far 
as the ad hoc committee or the RIBA had 
any special information available which 
might be of. assistance to the new society, 
it was at the disposal of the society, through 
Mr. Gordon Ricketts. 

‘One of the arguments I have encountered 
in discussing the proposed society with 
members of the RIBA Council has been that 
it would be causing a split between the 
public and private sectors of architects. My 
own view,’ said Mr. Sheppard, ‘Is that a 
split would be much more likely if the pro- 
posed society be not set up. Such a society, 
if properly organised, can exert consider- 
able pressure, not only through NALGO 
but also through a representative on the 
RIBA Council, against the danger of a split. 
Anything which represents the members in 
relation to the Council voting is going to 
lessen whatever danger of a split there may 
be,’ he added. 

The split was always represented as one 
between private and public architects, but, 
speaking as a private architect, he would 
say that each was necessary to the other 
because to a very large extent in the past 
salaries and matters like that in the public 
field had been settled in relation to what 
could be obtained outside in the private field 
and it was always open to anybody to say, ‘I 
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am going outside to get a job somewhere 


else,” He did not want to put into the 
minds of the audience that the local govern- 
ment architects could work only through the 
other professions or that there was no special 
case for regarding architects differently from 
the other professions in local government, 
but the new society would be much more 
likely to succeed if it had knowledge and 
experience on its side, and it would only 
obtain those if it regarded the other profes- 
sional associations as its partners. 


Discussion 


In the general discussion which preceded 
putting the motion to form the society to 
the meeting, several speakers appeared to 
be anxious to give guidance to the prospec- 
tive provisional executive committee on 
arriving at decisions under the terms of 
reference set out as an addendum to the 
main motion. If all the points raised had 
been fully discussed and settled on the spot, 
the meeting would have continued into the 
early hours. 

Mr. A. N. Harris (County Architect, 
Northants) questioned whether it was the 
local government architect who was most 
in need of negotiating strength. He already 
had negotiating machinery, and Mr. Harris 
doubted whether he was seriously under- 
paid. A chief architect—who, after all, did 
not have to pay salaries of assistants him- 
self—would be foolish if he did not work 
for the encouragement and reward of his 
staff, because his own reputation depended 
on them. 

As far as he (Mr. Harris) knew, there was 
no, machinery for negotiation for the 
salaried architect in private practice. ‘Is 
not the formation of the proposed society 
going to be followed by the formation of a 
similar society for the private branch of the 
profession?’ he asked, adding that he 
thought that what was really needed was a 
negotiating body for all branches of the 
profession which could direct its energies 


through various sub-committees, eg, for 
local government and private practice 
architects. 


He suggested that it might be better for 
the movement to be initiated under the 
auspices of the RIBA, with the interested 
members paying a small additional subscrip- 
tion for, say, three years, until the time 
when a separate body could be formed. If 
the new society were set up, it should in- 
clude within its regulations or charter a 
provision that at some future date it would 
surrender its identity and merge into a 
negotiating body for the architectural pro- 
fession generally. 

Mr. THURSTON WILLIAMS said that in 
response to the RIBA questionnaire sent 
out last year there were 1,906 replies in 
favour of the proposal and only 58 against. 
Some of those 58 were understood to have 
since changed their views. It was estimated 
that in the whole local government field 
there were 4,700 architects. The formation 
of a society such as was proposed did not 
imply opposition to any existing trade union 
organisation which to some extent had their 
policies guided by architects. 

Mr. Williams added that it was hoped 
that the new society would have at least one 
contact with every public authority in the 
country which employed architects. It was 
also highly desirable that the society should 
maintain as close a relationship with the 
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RIBA as possible, also with fellow profes- 
sional bodies and trade unions representing 
the professions in local government. 

In reply to Mr. Harry Jupson (West 
Riding), Mr. WILLIAMS said only time could 
tell, whether the new society would be more 
successful than the Association of Local 
Government Engineers and Surveyors, 
which, Mr. Judson alleged, had not made 
much progress in its 10 years of existence. 
He thought the future of the society was 
bound up with what could be achieved by 
the formation of the professional panel 
about which the meeting knew. 

Mr. Sheppard having to leave for another 
engagement, Mr. Thurston Williams took 
over the chair for the remainder—and, as it 
proved, the greater portion—of the meeting. 
After some discussion on the eligibility of 
various grades of architects for member- 
ship of the society, it was decided that for 
the first six months membership should be 
restricted to registered architects or corpor- 
ate members of the RIBA who are employed 
in local government, new town development 
or by public utilities or hospital boards. A 
proposal by Mr. P. G. Loutsis (Southend) 
that chief architects and their deputies 
should be excluded from membership for 
the first six months was defeated, as was 
one by Mr. A. N. Harris that the provi- 
sional executive committee, should consider 
including within the constitution of the 
society a provision that it should eventually 
merge its identity with an overall negotiat- 
ing body for architects. 

The attitude of the ABT towards the for- 
mation of the society was explained by Mr. 
KENNETH CAMPBELL (LCC). The ABT had 
thought there was a danger in setting up a 
body which covered only one section of the 
profession. The door should be kept open 
for some further extension of the member- 
ship. NALGO, he said, would only allow 
the operation of the society on its own terms 
and through its own machinery, but he 
thought opposition from the ABT was a 
thing of the past (he spoke as a member of 
the executive committee). 


Temporary Executive Committee 


Having carried the motion, the meeting 
proceeded to the election of a temporary 
executive committee of 15 members. 236 
voting papers were received, and from 39 
nominees the following were elected:— 

J. Barker (Bucks), J. T. Bell (Essex), J. 
Duxbury (Gateshead), G. Foxley (Derbys.), 
A. Goss (Basildon), A. R. Green (Lewis- 
ham), S. A. Heppell (Lancs), M. E. Holt 
(Crawley), K. G. Jones (West Ham), C. F. 
Kimm (Walthamstow), A. J. Passmore 
(Holborn), Miss M. Shield (Middlesex), 
E. C. Tory (Bucks), E. H. Turner (Notts) 
and T. M. Williams (LCC). 

At the close of the meeting, 240 archi- 
tects joined the Society immediately, pay- 
ing 5s. per head, which was the initial sub- 
scription agreed upon by the meeting to get 
the Society under way.

THE CITY CHURCHES 
RFAC’s Views on Restoration 


LETTERS have been exchanged. between 

the Royal Fine Art Commission and the 
Bishop of London relating to the future of: 
those war-damaged City Churches which 
have not so far been restored. 

To make a survey of the present position, 
the Commission consulted various govern- 
ment and church authorities. It noted with 
appreciation that 28 churches had been re- 
stored, and that repairs had begun, or were 
planned, for six more; this being set against 
a total of 48 churches which were standing 
in the City of London in 1939. 

The Commission expresses the hope that 
all the City Churches may be restored. But, 
realising that such a financial undertaking 
(which would greatly exceed the war damage 
payments) may be beyond the resources of 
the diocese of London, they propose that 
certain priorities should be established. It 
is thought that ‘nothing should be allowed 
to stand in the way of the complete restora- 
tion’ of three: All Hallows, London Wall; 
St. Katherine Cree; and St. Anne and St. 
Agnes, Gresham-street. 

But it is suggested that if some churches 
of a lower priority have to be disposed of 
in order that funds may be found to restore 
those of the greatest architectural impor- 
tance, then the loss of the following might 
have to be accepted: St. Andrew by the 
Wardrobe; St. Nicholas Cole Abbey; St. 
Michael Paternoster Royal (saving the 
tower); and St. Dunstan in the East (saving 
the spire). 

The Bishop, in his reply, states that he 
must consult with the City clergy, diocesan 
committees, and the Corporation of London 
in examining these far-reaching proposals. 


SURREY CC and SCHOOL 
BUILDING COSTS 


Savings in Architects’ Fees 


Suggested 

AN effort by the Labour group of Surrey 

County Council to get more schools 
by cutting costs in permanent building 
materials and carrying out all county archi- 
tectural schemes in fhe Council’s own 
department was defeated at the Council’s 
meeting on June 17. 

Mr. J. V. Strupwick (Carshalton NE) 
declared that the Council ought to be build- 
ing schools in which the class rooms were 
workshops. Schools, he considered, could 
not only be built more cheaply, but be made 
more adaptable in light construction. He also 
felt they were not getting any new ideas 
from. architects, and so far as the costing 
went he understood that whereas there was 
an overhead cost of 9 per cent. on building 
designed in their own architect’s depart- 
ment, there was 13 per cent. on those 
designed by outside architects. 

ALD. THOMSON (chairman of the Educa- 
tion Committee) considered that Mr. Strud- 
wick’s motion was ‘a sudden gingering up,’ 
as much of what he had spoken about had 
already been done.~ At Addlestone, for 
instance, heavy construction of a school had 
been replaced by an exposed steel frame 
with brick cladding. 

He added that if the Council now had the 
extra staff and accommodation in the archi- 
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tect’s department necessary to carry out the 
work on school buildings, there would con, 
a time when the building programme gy 
lighter, and they would find they had to 
great a staff for requirements. 


Criticism of Cement Tenders 


WALTON AND WEYBRIDGE (SURREY) Urpiy 
CounciL have reported to the Registrar of 
Restrictive Trading Agreements the fact th 
when the Council’s annual tenders wer 
being reviewed, it was noted that the price 
quoted for the supply of cement wa 
identical in all five cases, despite the fag 
that the contractors concerned would 
delivering from depéts scattered over a wide 
area. 

The Registrar has replied that the Restric. 
tive Practices Court would shortly review 
the agreements relating to the price of 
cement, and if necessary would ask the 
Council’s views before proceedings com. 
menced. 


OBITUARY 
Wells Coates, OBE, FRIBA 


"THE death is reported from Vancouver 
of Mr. Wells Coates, one of the 

founders of the Modern Architectur 

Research Group. He was 62. 

Born in Japan, Wells Wintemute Coats 
graduated at McGill University, Montreal, 
in arts and sciences before the outbreak of 
the 1914-18 war, in which he served a 
a fighter pilot in the RFC, following service 
in the Canadian Forces. Coming to Lon 
don in 1929, he designed a number of shops 
and showrooms in which space economy 
was a notable feature. His abiding interes 
in the alliance between architecture and 
engineering was responsible for the leading 
part he played in founding the MARS 
Group, and Lawn-road flats at Hampstead 
was an early example of this form of 
synthesised design. Even to-day the quality 
of this building remains apparent; it incor 
porated the idea of the ‘minimum fiat; 
completely equipped, and Coates used th 
plan afterwards in other blocks in Kensing- 
ton and Brighton, the former being planned 
on the split-level arrangement of space. 
Coate’s ideas were used for some of the 
studios at Broadcasting House, built to the 
late G. Val Myer’s designs. 

After the 1939-45 war, Coates returned to 
Canada where he had been engaged in plar- 
ning the new town of Iroquois, part of th 
St. Lawrence Seaway project, and in a large 
scale development in Vancouver, where ht 


as staff officer in the war. 

FRIBA in 1938 and RDI in 1944. Th 
National Film Theatre on the South Bani, 
a most forward-looking building, was his 
contribution to the Festival of Britain.

Infestation can be recognised by the 
small holes *% inch made by the emerging 
insect; tiny piles of wood dust may also be 
seen. This wood boring beetle can fly and 
in this way the attack will spread over wide 
areas. Death Watch Beetle infests timber 
subject to damp and where fungal decay is 
present. Flight holes are 4 inch across and 
the adult beetle rarely flies. 


IDENTIFICATION 


Dry Rot is a living plant, one of several 
fungi which thrive on DAMP timber. Early 
stage is recognised by the wood being brittle, 
buckling and showing cuboidal cracking. 
It is accompanied by a musty smell. The 
surface of the wood ultimately becomes 
covered with the growing fungus. Look 
for Dry Rot in conditions of damp or poor 
ventilation. 








TREATMENT 


It is essential to locate the full extent of the 
attack and treatment should be given to all 
accessible timber in this area. Replacement of 
timber is only necessary where there has been 
loss of structural strength. All surfaces should 
be given a flowing coat of Rentokil, with 
injection into flight holes at intervals of every 
few inches, using the special Rentokil injector 
for maximum penetration.

hester to Seek Wider Powers of 
Control 







HESTER city council is seeking from 
the Minister of Housing and Local 

overnment more power to prevent the 
wner of a building from painting or colour- 
yg it in an ‘ objectionable’ manner. 

The town clerk, Mr. G. Burkinshaw, has 
nid the Minister of cases where a house- 
sider painted with bright red gloss paint 
he external brickwork of his house up to 
st-floor level and where the owner painted 
traditional style ‘black and white’ half- 
imbered building in pale blue and cream. 
He states: ‘ Under the Town and Country 
janning General Development Act Regula- 
ions, 1950, the painting of the exterior of 
ny buiiding or work otherwise than for 
urposes of advertisement or announcement 
bf direction is permitted development and by 
efinition “ painting” includes any applica- 
ion of colour. 

‘It is thought that the wide dispensation 
iven by the 1950 Regulations goes too far 
nd could without loss of reasonable free- 
om be modified. For example, it might 
hot be unreasonable to redraft Class 11.2, 
omewhat as follows :— 

2. The painting of those parts of the 
exterior of any building usually requiring 
painting for the purpose of maintaining the 
building (otherwise than for purposes of 
advertisement announcement or direction) but 
not in such a manner as materially to affect 


the exiernal appearance of the building by 


painting any part of the building which does 


not require ‘the application of paint for its 
preservation. 

Mr. Burkinshaw says the city council is 
t present considering the possibility of 
making a Direction under Article 4 of the 
own and Country Planning General 
Development Order of 1950 restricting the 
ight of property owners to paint their 
uildings without the permission of the 
ouncil as Local Planning Authority. 


FIBREBOARDS AND FIRE 
RISKS 


‘Hysterical Thinking’ Condemned 


‘THERE is still a lot of hysterical thinking 
n certain quarters on the subject of fire risk 

m0 connection with the use of fibre building 
board.” This view was expressed by Mr. 

. H. Burretr in a recent lecture to the 
institute of Fire Engineers at Norwich. 

The lecture, on fibre building boards with 
particular reference to thermal insulation 
nd fibre protection, was arranged by 
IDOR (the Fibre Building Board Develop- 
ent Organisation, Ltd.), at the request of 
he Institute. 

The fact that building owners were look- 
ng to the experts for proper guidance on 
his important question made it more neces- 
ary than ever, said Mr. Burrett, that there 
hould be an end to such irrational thinking. 

Mr. Burrett pointed out that there were 
everal ways to obtain a Class I grading for 
board under the official surface spread of 
yame iest as set out in BS476: Part I. 
Another point not generally appreciated was 
hat because fibre building board did not 
onduct heat, it could make a positive con- 
tibution to the control of fire. 





























































EVERYDAY THINGS 
from Abroad 

By A. W. KENYON, CBE, FRIBA 

XXXIV—Plate Glass 


JOR the last week or so I have been 
living with plate glass. Not a modern 
material—the Victorians brought it in 
and used it rather clumsily in heavy 
wooden or metal sections. They even 
ripped out the bars of the Georgian 
sashes so as to get one sheet of glass. 
To-day plate glass is being used intern- 
ally as a walling, and on my travels 
abroad I have been interested to see how 
well and effectively it has been used. I 
am not suggesting that I have found any- 
thing to learn from the methods adopted, 
but I have noticed a definite absence of 
any framing, and the hingeing of glass 
doors to plate glass is very effectively 
accomplished, Beautiful bronze hinges 
are used, so delicate and yet so efficient, 
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and the locks and handles are superbly 
made and finished. They seem to achieve 
rigidity and delicacy at the same time. 


Again, the clips used for fixing one 
piece to another are well designed. For 
external glazing the metal frames are 
much thinner on the face, deeper in 
section and much neater and tidier and 
better finished. The fittings are bronze, 
with more of the quality of the motor 
car, and each handle for large french 
windows has a neat lock as part of the 
handle. Fixed glazing is fitted into very 
neat sections which are hardly visible and 
from all appearances they are certainly 
efficient. 

We have always been a ‘solid’ nation 
and noted for durability in our construc- 
tion and manufactures, and we take a 
long time to change our ways, especially 
in the use of new materials. I am sure 
it is right that we should continue so, 
but we are perhaps too slow in acknow- 
ledging that size and strength do not 
always go together. It is really time that 
we gave up clumsy ironwork for door 
and window furniture and tried to bring 
the neater metals into general use with- 
out their being prohibitive in price. 

Perhaps if plate glass is to play a big 
part in the designs of to-day we shall 
contrive more suitable methods for our 
fittings, in keeping with this delicate 
material. 
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THE WAGES AWARD 


National President on Need to 
Minimise Effect on Costs 


Mr. C. P. HoweLts, president of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, speaking at the Federation’s half- 
yearly meeting held at Cardiff, on Tuesday, 
said: ‘The present crisis in building is a 
temporary one, and all the signs suggest that 
it is on the way out. In looking to the 
future, therefore, we must take the long 
rather than the short-term view. There is 
enough work ahead to keep the industry at 
full stretch for a generation, and we must 
avoid making unnecessary difficulties for 
ourselves by indulging in indiscriminate 
tendering; by accepting contracts which are 
not pre-planned; or by failing to train the 
craftsmen we shall surely need before long. 


The Award a Disappointment 


* The Industrial Disputes Tribunal’s award 
last week of a 1d. an hour increase for 
operatives, which. with the Id. an hour 
increase awarded under the sliding scale 
agreement in February makes 2d. for the 
year, is a disappointment to us at a time 
when we are doing everything we can to 
keep building costs down. If unemployment 
is to be avoided it is more vital than ever 
that all of us, operatives and employers 
alike, renew our efforts for higher produc- 
tion. We must minimise the effect of the 
increases.’ 


The new wage rates consequent upon the 
award of a 1d. an hour increase announced 
by the Industrial Disputes Tribunal on June 
20, are given on page 1195. The new rates 
operate as from June 23. 


FIRM PRICE TENDERS 
London County Council’s Practice 


AS REPORTED in our issue of April 25, the 
London County Council decided on April 22 
to revert to the pre-war practice of inviting 
tenders for building works on a fixed price 
basis in all cases, with certain exceptions, 
in which the contract would normally be 
completed in six months and, in certain cases, 
where the duration of the contract would be 
less than two years. We understand that the 
Architect’s Department is now working on a 
list of possible schemes for housing projects 
to which the system might apply, but a 
limiting factor in London is nearly always 
the condition of the site, which requires 
careful investigation. 


Schoolj Building © 

As regards school building, the Ministry 
of Education has asked that tenders should 
be asked for on a comparative basis, to en- 
able the margin provided for fluctuations to 
be considered in cases where the tender ex- 
ceeds the appropriate cost limits, and the 
first tender on this basis will probably be 
invited shortly. Many educational projects 
are, of course, too large for completion with- 
in the time limit prescribed by the Council 
for fixed price tendering. 

With regard to road works and main 
drainage schemes, it has been the Council’s 
practice to obtain fixed price tenders for 
these for some time past, and no difficulty 
has been experienced in obtaining satis- 
factory tenders. 
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National Federation of Building Trades Employers 
Half-yearly Report Expresses Anxiety at Reduced Volume of Work in Preparation 


The Interim Report of the National Federation of Building Trades Employers was 
presented by the Officers and Council at the Federation’s half-yearly general meet- 
ing, held at the Temple of Peace, Cathays Park, Cardiff, on June 24 and 25. A 
summary of the principal matters dealt with in the report is given below. 


HE industry looks to the future with - 


some apprehension not only because 
certain types of firms and certain areas 
are experiencing a shortage of work but 
also, and more important, because there 
is insufficient work in course of active 
preparation to keep the industry reason- 
ably fully employed when work now in 
hand has been completed. 

The full effects of the Government’s 
measures have not yet been experienced; 
even when the Government feels justified 
in reversing its policy of damping down 
total demand and industrialists recover 
that expansionist outlook which, until 
about the middle of 1957, was so general, 
there is still bound to be an uncomfort- 
able hiatus while plans are being worked 
out and contracts placed. 

There is a lower volume of work in 
hand in every part of the country. In East 
Anglia and in the extreme west, particu- 
larly, the situation is becoming serious. 
The number of operatives employed by 
building and civil engineering firms in 
April, 1958, was 45,000 less than in April, 
1957, while unémployment in April, 1958, 
was 13,000 higher than in the previous 
year, from which it would appear that a 
considerable number of men are leaving 
the industry. 

The value of new contracts placed for 
industrial buildings in’ 1957 was about 
oné-fourth or one-fifth less than the value 
of such work completed in that year. 
Moreover, much of this work had neces- 
sarily been let in single contracts of con- 
siderable. size with the result that some 
of the larger contractors had found it 
necessary to enter into competition for 
jobs of a size normally undertaken. by 
medium-sized firms. 


‘Intense Competition’ 


Examples have been quoted of a job 
of the approximate value of £100,000 for 
which 42 tenders were submitted and a 
job of £25,000-£50,000 for which 32 firms 
tendered. Such intense competition is 
obviously uneconomic, as the cost of pre- 
paration of unsuccessful tenders has ulti- 
mately to be reflected in the cost of build- 
ing, and it strongly reinforces the recom- 
mendations of the Howard Robertson 
Committee for the wider adoption of 
selective tendering and the limitation of 
the number of firms invited to tender for 
jobs of specified value. 

_ Inquiries confirm that the average 
time-lag between the decision of a build- 
ing owner to have a building erected and 
the commencement of work is consider- 
ably longer than is generally realised. 
Plans and other preliminaries for even 
the simpler type of building such as a 
factory may take over a year to com- 
plete, whereas more than two years may 
be. required for a public building or a 
large office block. 


Since the total volume of building work 
is likely to continue to fall, over the next 
two years, building contractors would be 
well advised to review now the structure 
of their firms and to reshape their internal 
organisation so that they may be better 
fitted to carry out the testricted amount 
of work available more efficiently and 
cheaply. (In this task they can obtain 
considerable assistance from the Building 
Advisory Service, which is now firmly 
established and is in a position to give an 
increasing service to the industry.) The 
opposite policy, which some firms may be 
tempted to adopt, of seeking to maintain 
their turnover at any cost is likely to 
prove satisfactory neither to those firms 
nor their clients. 


Firm Price Tendering 


The comparative stability of materials 
prices over the last 12 months has un- 
doubtedly made easier the re-introduction 
of firm price tendering which was an- 
nounced by the Government a year ago. 
The difficulties of contractors in this 
matter cannot, however, be regarded as 
solved until they are able to secure firm 
prices for forward delivery of materials 
and until all building owners and archi- 
tects are prepared to accept the advice 
offered to them by the Federation last 
year, which has now been endorsed by 
the Joint Consultative Committee of 
Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders, that jobs must be fully planned 
and all necessary information provided 
by the time tenders are invited. 

In pursuance of its aim to seek im- 
provements in the existing practice in 
tendering and contract procedure, drafts 
of a Standard Form of Estimate for 
Nominated Sub-Contractors and of a 
Standard Form of Nomination of 
Nominated Sub-Contractors: have been 
submitted by the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders to the constituent bodies for 
their approval. 

A draft Code of Tendering Procedure 
prepared by the RIBA Practice Commit- 
tee at the request of the Joint Consulta- 
tive Committee is also being considered 
by the constituent bodies. Procedure 
notes have been issued recommending (a) 
that, save in exceptional circumstances, 
the whole of the bills of quantities should 
be issued to tenderers before the date of 
submission of tenders, and (b) that the 
number of provisional sum items in con- 
tracts should be reduced to a minimum. 


Housing 


The size of the housing programme 
continues to be controlled by two main 
factors, namely, the availability of money 
and land. The contribution of local 
authorities is declining while the private 
enterprise sector is unlikely this year to 


account for more than half the reduca 
total figure. 

House-builders and owner-occupie; 
will be disappointed that it has not beg 
decided to reduce or abolish the Schedu 
‘A’ Tax on owner-occupiers and yi! 
continue to hope that this particular fom 
of deterrent to ‘home-ownership, q 
which representations have been made by 
the Federation to the Minister of How.

Safety in Building 

The Building Regulations and Safety 
Committee has expressed its appreciation 
of the growth regionally and locally of 
the movement for greater safety in build- 
ing in pursuance of the campaign initiated 
by the Federation last year. The annual 
report of the Chief Inspector of Factories 
for 1956 shows that, while some progress 
is being made, there is still much to be 
done. 

It is believed that many building firms 
who ure keenly anxious to improve their 
record in this respect are in some doubt 
as te the best method of developing a 
spirit of safety-consciousness within their 
organisation and among their operatives. 
To meet this need consideration is being 
given by the Committee to the prepara- 
tion of a booklet which would contain 
suggestions for the organisational frame- 
work of a typical firm for safety pur- 
poses. 

Priced Bills of Quantities 


The Contracts Committee has con- 
sidered the practice prevalent in some 
areas Of requiring contractors to submit 
their priced bills of quantities with 
tenders. It has been the policy of the 
Federation to take steps to ensure that 
the practice of asking for priced bills with 
tenders should be reduced to a minimum. 

In pursuance of that policy the Com- 
mittee has invited Regional Federations 
' to ask their members to report all cases 
where priced bills are asked for with 
tenders. The architect’s attention should 
then be drawn to the Federation’s attitude 
towards this practice and he should be 
invited to withdraw his request. 


Training for Management 


The NFBTE has approved a Model 
Scheme of Training for Management 
drawn up by the Management Training 
' Committee as a guide for those Regional 
Federations which have not so far pro- 
duced comprehensive schemes of training 
for management, Regions already operat- 
| ing schemes have been invited to take the 
_ Model Scheme into account when revis- 
ing or extending their own schemes. 

The scheme provides for Regional 
Administrative Boards to _ supervise 
alrangements and the maintenance of 
Tegisters of employers and _ trainees. 
Young men accepted for training under 
the scheme will normally be articled for 
a period of four or five years and will be 
expected to qualify for membership of 
the Institute of Builders. 

_All trainees will receive the widest pos- 
sible administrative experience in the 
office and on the site. The scheme makes 
provision also for men entering the in- 


dustry after obtaining a university 
degree. 


Apprenticeship 


It is clear that the reduction in the 
building programme is not only meaning 
that there is less work for apprentices to 
be trained on but is also discouraging 
some employers from accepting long-term 


Obligations for the future It is particu- 
larly unfortunate that building employers 


should be placed in this position at a 
time when the number of school-leavers 
is beginning to rise to the peak (in 1962) 
of the post-war bulge in the birth-rate. 

The Federation has raised with the 
Minister of Works one particularly 
serious consequence of the reduced build- 
ing programme. This is the tendency, 
now becoming apparent, for some educa- 
tion authorities to regard the lower rate 
of recruitment of apprentices as perma- 
ment and to limit facilities for technical 
education in building subjects. 


BUILDING IN THE CITY 


‘Common Council Approve 
Redevelopment Unit 


"THE Court of Common Council of the 
City of London at their meeting on 
June 19 endorsed an Improvements and 
Town Planning Committee proposal for a 
further redevelopment unit on land bounded 
by Cannon-street, Bread-street, Queen 
Victoria-street and Friday-street. 

They also approved terms submitted for 
the grant of a building agreement and lease 
of the land within the unit available for 
redevelopment, and agreed that the com- 
mittee should seek the Housing Minister’s 
approval of the proposed lease. 

The committee reported that the proper- 
ties forming the unit were the cleared sites 
of 20 and 22, Cannon-street, 23 to 32, 
Bread-street, 100a, 100b and 100c, Queen 
Victoria-street and 34 to 42, Friday-street. 
The total area of the unit was about 0.77 
acres, of which 0.36 was land covered by 
roads. 

The unit’s proposed layout—in accord- 
ance with the Comprehensive Development 
Plan—provided for the widening of Friday- 
street to a minimum width of 65 ft., which 
would enable a one-way traffic system to be 
adopted as a relief to the existing Cannon- 
street/Queen Victoria-street intersection; the 
widening of Cannon-street; and the com- 
prehensive development of the land remain- 
ing in the unit after the road-widening pro- 
posals had been effected. 

All the land in the unit had been or was 
being acquired. By this means the necés- 
sity for making a compulsory purchase 
order in connection with the redevelopment 
of the area had been avoided. The surplus 
land available for disposal on building 
lease had an area of 9,240 sq. ft., or there- 
abouts, subject to survey. 

The area available for disposal was zoned 
for local government purposes in the County 
of London Development Plan. The Lon- 
don County Council had decided, however, 
that the land was not now required for that 
purpose and the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government had agreed to the grant 
of planning permission for the erection of 
an office building. 

To secure the early redevelopment of the 
area, the committee instructed the Planning 
Valuer to obtain offers for a building lease, 
which resulted in 21 offers being received 
from prospective developers. 

After careful consideration the committee 
authorised the Planning Valuer to pursue 
the offer made by Wates Ltd., with a view 
to the settlement of terms for the grant to 
these prospective lessees of a building lease 
of a site having an area of 9,240 sq. ft. The 
prospective lessees intended to erect an office 
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building, with showrooms and one licensed 
premises. 

On the committee’s recommendation, the 
court accepted the offer which had been 
made. The terms included a ground rent 
of £22,100 per annum. The cost of the 
completed building—to be completed within 
two years of the date of the building agree- 
ment—would be not less .than £200,000; 
and the term of the lease would be 99 years. 

Among the planning requirements were 
that the overall height of the building above 
ordnance datum (Newlyn) should be 118 ft., 
except at the north end of the site, where 
a maximum of 121 ft. AOD would be per- 
mitted to accommodate a lift overrun of 
minimum dimensions; and that provision 
must be made within the building for the 
parking of 18 cars, and loading and 
unloading. 

The size and siting of the licensed 
premises would be determined by the 
corporation. 


Other Developments. Approved 


Developments permitted by the council in 
accordance with plans submitted included 
the following:— 

1 to 9, Silver-street and part of Dudley- 
court: Minor alterations to the external 
appearance of the approved temporary 
building erected on the site. (Architects: 
O. H. Collins and Associates, Fitzroy-square, 
W1.) 

6, 7 and 8, Long-lane: Erection of a build- 
ing, comprising basement, ground and five 
upper floors, for use as a warehouse. (Archi- 
tects: W. Clark and Partners, 55, Pall Mall, 
SW1.) Among the conditions were that no 
part of the basement might be used as 
offices, and that traffic lights must be 
installed in a position to be agreed. 

On the committee’s recommendation the 
council approved acceptance of a tender of 
Goodman Price, Ltd, in the sum of 
£2,445 7s., for filling works in connection 
with the diversion of Bride-lane; and a ten- 
der of Charles Griffiths, Ltd., in the sum of 
£4,615 10s. for clearance works on a site 
adjoining Coleman-street. 


LCC 
Notting Hill Gate Development 


AT THE meeting of the London County 
Council on June 17, Lady Pepler asked the 
chairman of the Town Planning Committee 
if he was aware of considerable public 
anxiety caused by the limited road develop- 
ments at Notting Hill Gate, Kensington, and 
would he consider expediting the second 
phase of this development so as to include 
the large-scale roundabout referred to in his 
reply to her question on November 5, 1957? 

In reply, Mr. R. Edmonds said he was 
aware that there had been some expression 
of anxiety. The Town Planning Committee 
would shortly be considering a report on a 
recent letter from the Kensington Borough 
Council on this matter. While not wishing 
to anticipate the Committee’s decision, he 
was confident that they would not wish to 
underrate the traffic value of the present 
work, which included a new combined 
station for London Transport Executive and 
a pedestrian subway, as well as greatly im- 
proved road traffic facilities. The new 
Notting Hill Gate was part of a general 
pattern of inter-related improvements in 
West London.

R. R. E. SMITH, president of the 
London Association of Master Stone- 
masons, presided at the annual prize giving 
to stonemason apprentices who had been 
successful in the Association’s practical and 
theoretical examinations, held in the council 
chamber of the LMBA last week. 

Mr. V. B. RICHARDSON, Master of the 
Worshipful Company of Masons, who pre- 
sented the prizes, some twenty in number, 
said it was gratifying to see the number of 
old buildings which were being restored, par- 
ticularly in the City of London, and to 
realise the prominent part stonemasonry 
was playing in the process. 

Mr. STANLEY Farrow, president of the 
LMBA, welcoming the boys to the Associa- 
tion’s headquarters, said that in spite of the 
new materials now available to builders and 
architects, masonry was still a very im- 
portant craft.

Damp Penetration 


Q.—We have the job of curing dampness 
in a cottage. It has a solid wall, built with 
half brick outer skin then mud wall, plastered 
inside. It is without damp proof course and 
we are unable to put one in. 

We wish to start this work from the inside 
by treating the plastered walls and covering 
them before decorating. Could you provide 
information regarding any product we could 
use or how this work can be carried out?

A.—A wall built in the manner indicated 
without a dampcourse is almost impossible 
to treat against damp penetration by the 
application of one of the many waterproofing 
compounds that are on the market. 

There is a treatment where a thin mem.- 
brane is placed against the external walls, 
This is made so that it can receive the 
normal plaster finish but in complete isola- 
tion from the effects of the damp condition 
of the wall. 



































































































































H. O. D. 
Woodworm Damage 


Q.—On removing old lino from my 
recently purchased cottage I find that about 
six of the floor boards have woodworm 
damage (small holes) and two or three others 
have been damaged by workmen raising ‘to 
put in new electric points. Can you recom: 
mend a good wood filler to cover up damage 
also something to repair holes and kill any 
further woodworm as I cannot afford to 
relay floor at present? Also can you recom- 
mend a good cheap tile for floors?

A.—As you have noticed some flight holes 
in flooring previously covered by lino, | 
would hazard a guess that the underside of 
the boards will show far greater signs of 
beetle attack. In fact, the joists may even 
be affected. With this in mind, my sug- 
gestion is to take up the boards showing 
signs of beetles having emerged and inspect 
that area. There is no need to damage the 
boards to the extent you have already experi- 
enced as the nails should be punched com- 
pletely through the board, thereby releasing 
them from the joists. 

Select a proprietary product or similar 
fluid available against beetle. Do not buy 
it by the bottle, but order plenty as you will 
need it to do the job effectively. This must 
now be brushed well into the timber on all 
exposed surfaces, having first cleaned them 
down. A plastic bottle type injector or oil 
can with small nozzle will ensure that the 
liquid, when forced through some of the 
flight holes, will find its way into the tunnels 
beneath the surface. Screw back the boards 
to facilitate future inspections and periodical 
applications of insecticide. 

You. mention damaged boards due to 
workmen. As these boards are unsightly at 
their ends why not square off the damaged 
parts and cut in new short lengths of board- 
ing extending from joist to joist. 

Woodfiller of the plastic wood variety 
does not go very far and it is doubtful 
whether any filler is satisfactory when used 
in large cavities, but the ‘ wormholes’ could 
well be dealt with in this way. 

Finally, to your last query, I think a 
thermoplastic tile may suit your purpose.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 
Bank Rate Reduction 


FOLLOWING the announcement on June 
19 of the reduction of Bank rate from 
5} per cent. to 5 per cent., the Building 
Societies Association have pointed out that 
when the Bank rate was increased from 
$ per cent. to 7 per cent. in September, 1957, 
the Association made no change in its 
recommendation regarding the rates of 
interest paid on investments or charged on 
mortgages. In fact, the rates of most mem- 
pers have remained stable since July, 1956, 
although in the meantime the Bank rate 
has fluctuated four times. The return of the 
Bank rate to 5 per cent. is unlikely, says the 
Association, to have any immediate effect 
upon the rates of interest currently paid and 
charged by most building societies.

Issue Raised at Monmouth BC 
Meeting 


WHEN the markets committee recom- 
mended to Monmouth Borough 
Council recently that the tender of Mr. J. L. 
Garrad, of Llanishen, near Chepstow, be 
accepted at £116 10s. for exterior painting 
of Monmouth Post Office, Mr. P. C. HARRIS 
inquired as to the next lowest tender. 

He was informed it was that of Guy and 
Jones, Osbaston, at £127, whereupon he 
suggested that as the difference was only £11, 
that should be accepted. 

‘I do not see why we cannot give the 
work to Monmouth builders,’ he said. ‘ For 
some time I have advocated that Monmouth 
people should work on Monmouth jobs.’ 

THE Mayor, Mr. R. THomas, pointed out 
that the council was tied a great deal by 
rules and regulations. One was that a local 
authority must accept the lowest tender 
unless there were exceptional circumstances. 

‘There is an excuse here. Guy and 
Jones would be employing local labour while 
this other firm would not,’ said Mr. T. J. 
GRIFFITHS. 

ALD. B. PARTRIDGE said it was completely 
out of order. They were governed by stand- 
ing orders which stated that they must accept 
the lowest tender, not the lowest local tender. 

Mr. B. BREAKWELL, chairman of the 
markets committee, said it had always been 
their practice to accept the lowest tender 
and had there been any question about the 
minute, he would have proposed its reference 
back. 

‘Here we are hearing a lot of sentimental 
stuff talked about local people,’ said ALp. 
N. C. Etstos. ‘If you are. going to throw 
the work open to tenders and then say you 
will not accept the lowest because it is not 
a local firm, you will have to substantiate 
your reasons to the Minister, and quite 
rightly so.’ 

Only two members voted in favour of 
accepting other than the lowest tender, and 
committee’s recommendation was 
approved. 
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TWO NEW PROJECTS 


Dry Dock for the Tyne: Refinery 
at Milford Haven 


NEW dry dock is to be constructed by 

Vickers-Armstrongs (Shipbuilders), Ltd., 
near their existing dry dock at the Palmers 
Hebburn ship repairing works on the Tyne. 
It will be 850 ft. long and 145 ft. wide and 
will accommodate oil tankers of up to 
80,000 deadweight tons. 

Location, design and construction are 
arranged so that extensions can later be 
made lengthening the dock up to 1,000 ft. 
The new dock in its first stage is planned 
to be open and ready for use by 1961. 

Messrs. T. F. Burns and Partners are the 
consulting engineers: the contractors are 
Marples Ridgway and Partners, Ltd. . 

Vickers have already acquired additional 
land adjoining the Palmers Hebburn Works 
plus a further 600 ft. of jetty space and 
construction work on the dock will be 
coupled with a closely integrated programme 
for the modernisation and extension of plant, 
buildings and layout. 


Marine Installation 


Esso Petroleum Company, Limited, 
announces that the decision has now been 
made to proceed with building the refinery 
and marine installation at its site near 
Milford Haven and work on the site will 
start immediately. The estimated cost of 
construction is £18m. The refinery is planned 
initially to process 4.5 million tons of crude 
oil per annum (3,500,000 gallons per day). 

The refinery’s marine terminal will be 
capable of handling simultaneously two 
tankers of up to 100,000 deadweight tons 
each. This terminal can be expanded in the 
future as and when necessary.

Calcium Plumbate Primer 


OR some time, Amalgamated Paints 
(London) Ltd., St. Marks-road, Mitcham, 
have been carrying out research on metal 
primers with the object of producing one 
which could be used: over a much greater 
range of metallic surfaces and under much 
more exacting conditions than can be ex- 
pected from conventional priming paints. 
They have now introduced the ‘ Emmel 
C.P.P.’ which, it is claimed, will give excel- 
lent protection on timber, galvanised sur- 
faces, light alloys and iron or steel. On 
timber, its protection is said to be equivalent 
to genuine white lead primer, whilst on 
difficult timber, such as oak, application can 
be made without prior treatment and, in a 
considerable number of tests, no flaking has 
been observed. 

On galvanised surfaces free from oil or 
grease, normal application is all that is 
necessary to ensure-a durable job, free from 
flaking. This also applies to light alloy 
surfaces which have hitherto required special 
primers and sometimes prior treatment. It 
was, however, obvious that by far the 
greatest field for a primer of this type was 
the protection of iron and steel surfaces, 
and exhaustive tests were carried out using 
a red lead primer as a control. In no case 
was the C.P.P. inferior, is is claimed. 

One of the most remarkable features 
‘attributed to ‘Emmel’ C.P.P. is ability to 
be applied over, and adhere satiSfactorily to, 
damp surfaces. Whilst, of course, it is not 
advisable to apply the primer to surfaces 
which are very wet, the incorporation of a 
new technique ensures that when ‘Emmel’ 
C.P.P. is applied over surfaces which are 


concrete. There is no rivalry and all know- 
ledge is pooled and thoroughly discussed, so 
each country is learning from the others. An 
example which was discussed at the London 
meeting, is the bar system with a rolled 
thread, which has been developed in Den- 
mark.

CONOMIES OBTAINED BY THE USE OF SOIL 
TABILISATION FOR ROADS AND FOUNDATIONS 


The following report on the costs of building the first 264 dwellings of a total scheme 
of 435 dwellings at the Walshes Farm Estate for Stourport-on-Severn UDC, 
Worcestershire, has been sent to us by Mr. D. F. J. Henri, AIAS, corporate quantity 

veyor, of Birmingham. Economies have been obtained by the use of the‘ Radburn’ 
ystem of layout with its terraces of two-storey houses and also by the use of soil 
tabilisation for the roads and footpaths and, except in the first contract, for the 
use foundations. Messrs. Stephenson, Young and Partners, of Liverpool, were 
the architect and planning consultants ; Messrs. C. Bryant & Son, Ltd., of Bir- 
ingham, the main contractors ; and Messrs. Richard Costain, Ltd., the contractors 


or the soil stabilised roads. 


\ first part of the whole of the scheme 

of 435 dwellings has now been com- 
pleted. namely, 264 dwellings, and it is very 
interesting to consider the total costs and 
the services provided for the inhabitants. 
The density of the dwellings works out at 
5.21 dwellings per acre. The cost of the 
flats, inclusive of one- and two-bedroom 
types, is £1,069 15s. 8d. per flat, and the 
average cost of four types of houses is 
£1,380 15s. 10d. These are exclusive of all 
drains, paths and fences inside the curtilage 
of the site and all roads, sewers and water 
mains. The cost of the drains, paths and 
fences amounts to £111 3s. 7d. per dwelling 
and the roads, sewers and water mains 
£49 13s. 2d. per dwelling. , 


The total costs, therefore, of these 
dwellings inclusive of all services are 
£1,230 12s. 5d. per flat and £1,541 12s. 7d. 
per three-bedroom house. The final costs 
are of course exclusive of all professional 
charges, clerk of work’s salaries and loan 
charges, and these work out at a further 
£51 ls. 2d. per dwelling. The rents for 
these dwellings to meet the costs are 10s. 
per week for a bed-sitting room type of 
flat for old persons, 18s. 6d. per week for a 
two-bedroom type flat and 23s. 5d. per 
week for a three-bedroom type house, 
exclusive of rates. 


On the second contract of the scheme, 
namely, 110 dwellings, a further £21 per 
dwelling was saved by the use of soil 
stabilisation for the foundations.. On the 
third contract of 72 dwellings now under 
construction, soil stabilised foundations 
have been used. Again, competitive tenders 
were obtained for this specialist type of 
work and a saving of £59 per dwelling was 
obtained, as compared with £21 on the 
second contract. 


All the houses and flats, which are 
constructed in 11 in. cavity walls and 
faced with rustic facing bricks, are provided 
with an all-night-burning fire in a tiled 
surround, from the boiler of which two 
radiators are operated. The metal windows 
are in wood surrounds and the roofs are of 
double Roman tiles. Some of the floors 
are of the solid type finished with plastic 
tiles and others are joisted and boarded. 


The sinks are shell pattern with high 
waisted pillar taps and two drainers. The 
W.c. suites are of the low level type. The 
plumbing is all in copper with combined 
hot and cold tanks and copper indirect 
cylinders for the radiators. 
furniture is in satin anodised finish. The 
dwellings are tastefully decorated in pastel 


colours. It is also interesting to note that 
all the electric meters are of the external 
type, being fixed flush into the brickwork. 
This obviates waste time reading the meters 
if the inhabitants are away from home. 
This is believed to be the first time in the 
country that this type of meter has been 
used. Thanks must be given to the 
Electricity Board for their co-operation 
with this item.

FOUNDATIONS 

The house foundations consist of a 
continuous stabilised soil ‘ raft’ executed 
with the ‘single pass train’ equipment 
after bulk excavation to reduce levels to 
required formation had been completed, 
and upon which the foundation brickwork 
is built. The specification allowed a 
tolerance in the finished level of the raft of 
#in. in 10 ft., which was strictly adhered 
to during the operations, thereby resulting 
in a level slab not requiring a thick bed 
joint or split course beneath the brick 
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foundation walls. The thickness of the soil 
raft is 6 in., and has a crushing strength of 
550 lb. per sq. in. 


On one part of the scheme, the ground 
was considerably sloped, rising one side 
to a hillock and therefore requiring the 
stabilised ‘ raft’ foundation to be stepped 
both longitudinally and transversely. The 
prices given below are inclusive ofthe 
extra work involved by this contingency.

Also the 
road foundations were ‘laid’ to a trans- 
verse camber and longitudinal fall in lieu 
of the level house foundations. Tolerances 
allowed on levels were identical.

From the above comparison of costs it 
will be seen that considerable savings can 
be effected by the use of soil stabilisation 
for house foundations as well as road works 
and other such-like areas. 

On the house foundations the saving is 
in the region of 59 per cent. 

On the road construction the saving is 
in the region of 62 per cent. 


Savings of this magnitude cannot always 
be effected as costs are dependent to some 
extent on local soil conditions, gradients, 
availability of labour, etc., but there is 
no doubt that this new form of construc- 
tion is considerably cheaper than tradi- 
tional construction. 


Soil stabilised house foundations and 
roads are particularly suitable for council 
housing and estate roads as well as play- 
grounds, storage areas, storage buildings, 
main secondary and subsidiary roads, bus 
garages, etc. 








PRESTRESSED STONE STRUCTURES 
A Paper at the Third International FIP Congress, Berlin 


R. J. PIETRZYKOWSKI, of Poland, 

presented a paper ‘on ‘Prestressed 
Stone Structures’ during the’ first session 
of the Third International Congress of the 
International Federation, of Prestressing 
held in Berlin from May 5. -Following 
are extracts from his:paper: .. 


The aim of our inivestigations concern-“ 


ing the use of natural stone in prestressed 
structures was to extend the range of 
materials available for prestressing. The 
essential feature of prestressed structures 
is that comprehensive stress is made to 
cover the entire cross-section of an 
element. The stone tested is a mature 
structural material of high compressive 
strength, very suitable for prestressing. 
The whole of the work was divided into 
four parts, First of all a number of tech- 
nical problems had to be-solved. Physical 
and mechanical properties, e.g., compres- 
sive strength effects of freezing and 
Yourng’s modulus of some types of granite 
and sandstone were studied using 7 cm 


cubes. The load-carrying capacity of pre- 
stressed stone beams 5 m. long and made 
of blocks measuring 24 x 40 x 100 cm. 
was investigated. Actual values exceeded 
theoretical values by 5 to 15 per cent. 
The best cross-section was type P, and the 
insert between the blocks was a layer of 
cement mortar 0.5 cm. thick which had 
been subjected to initial pressure. 

Secondly, the cost of extracting the 
stone, making prefabricated elements, 
and building stone structures had to be 
carefully considered. A detailed analysis 
was made for beams with straight cables 
and with cross-sections not requiring 
work to be done by hand. There is no 
doubt that prestressed stone structures 
are economical so long as work has not 
to be done by hand. 

The third problem concerns the 
physical structure of the stone used. The 
principal advantages of using stone as a 
structural material are its durability and 
compressive strength. Fine-grained 
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granites of Silesia reach a strength of 
2,000 kg./cm. and sandstones with silj- 
ceous binders a strength of 1,000 kg./cm, 
approximately. Such figures are up. 
obtainable in concrete produced q 
building sites. A further advantage of 
stone is that in it the rheological processe 
are almost finished. The processes are 
the cause of considerable losses of pre. 
stress in concrete structures. 

The principal disadvantages of stone 
are the possibility of hidden cracks ang 
structural defects and the considerable 
degree of non-homogeneity of some 
kinds. 

Soft water-absorbing rocks have a dis. 
tinct layered structure and less strength 
than hard rocks but are easier to work 
Hard stones are resistant to moisture and 
have greater strength and better, mostly 
fine-grained,- structure without any dis. 
tinct layers but they are more difficult to 
work and this involves higher costs. The 
use of stone with an average strength 
above 1,300 kg/cm. is not usually 
economic. It has not yet been decided 
which stones are more suitable for pre. 
stressed structures, though investigations 
have been made by both Polish and 
French investigators. 

The fourth group of problems is con- 
nected with the laying down of standards 
and building regulations for design and 
construction of prestressed stone struc 
tures. It is proposed to use the standards 
for reinforced concrete for the time being 
until standards for stone are available. 

Prestressed stone is used for the con- 
struction of small bridges, viaducts, beam 
structures, etc. It is particularly useful in 
such regions as the Caucasus. 


EUROPEAN HOUSE BUILDING 
Expansion Halted in 1957 


CoMPARISON of the number of dwellings 
built in 1957 and in 1956 shows that the ex- 
pansion of dwelling construction which was 
general in the years 1955-56 has halted in 
many European countries. 

This can be seen from the figures supplied 
in the latest Quarterly Bulletin of Housing 
and Building Statistics for Europe, published 
by the Secretariat of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe (obtain- 
able through UN Publications Sales Agents, 
price 4s. 6d.). 

The Bulletin shows that the largest number 
of dwellings were built in the Soviet Union 
and Western Germany—approximately ten 
per thousand inhabitants. These countries 
are immediately followed by the Nether 
lands, Norway and Sweden (eight to nine, 
and then Denmark, Finland, France, the 
United Kingdom and Switzerland (six to 
seven), then Belgium, Hungary, Italy, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia (four to five). 

Some idea of the prospects for 1958 can 
be gleaned from the figures in the Bulletin, 
which suggest that there is still some expat 
sion in Italy, Norway and Sweden, whereas 
the tendency is definitely downward in mos 
western European countries, particularly 
Western Germany. 

The Bulletin also provides information 0 
building costs, which have increased slightly 
in most countries except in France, the 
United Kingdom and Western Germany 
where they have gone up considerably, aad 
in Portugal, where they have decreased.

ade of very high-grade concrete. The 
emale cone, which is cast in the site con- 
rete to be stressed, is heavily reinforced 
by circular coils of wire in order to pre- 
ent bursting under the effect of the 
anchorage load. 

The positioning of the female cone is 
of particular importance and care must 
be taken to ensure it is positioned cen- 
tally and co-axially with the cable. The 

ale cone is made around a central tube 
and is provided with the resquisite num- 
ber of accurately formed recesses in 
which each one of the cable wires rests. 

he reinforcement of the male cone is 
omewhat more simple, since under load 
he principal stress in the cone is com- 
pressive, and the reinforcement comprises 
a fine gauge wire mesh which is placed 
near the outside conical face. 

In early prestressed work the cable was 
wrapped round with bituminised paper to 
prevent adhesion when cast in the con- 
rete. Protection against this risk is now 

ore readily achieved by sheathing the 
fable, either in thin sheet steel or iron 
lucting, plastic tubing or commercially 
produced corrugated paper or metal duct- 
ng. Alternatively a duct may be formed 
in the concrete and the cable threaded 

nto the duct, being drawn through by a 
able sock.

4n Introduction to Prestressed Concrete 
ECOND CANTOR LECTURE AT ROYAL SOCIETY OF ARTS 


The Royal Society of Arts have held a series of three Cantor lectures at John 
dam-street Adelphi, WC2. These were presented by Mr. G. W. Kirkland, MBE, 
ICE, MIStructE. Extracts from the second lecture, delivered on April 21, are 
mblished below by kind permission of the Society. The first paper was published 


the cable subsequently grouted through 
the tube in the centre of the male cone. 
The surplus ends of wire are cut off to 
complete ‘the eperation. ; 

In the Magnel-Blaton system the cable 
is of rectangular shape, containing from 
two to 18 layers each of four wires. These 
are threaded through spacers or grills 
which are arranged at from 4 ft. to 10 ft. 
centres along the length of the cable. 
Again, the cable may be sheathed and 
cast in or threaded through a duct cast 
in the concrete. A feature of the system 
is a special duct-former, made of speci- 
ally prepared rubber of a size to suit the 
cable, being used with the necessary clear- 
ance to permit easy passage of the cable. 
The rubber core-former has a_ hole 
through its centre through which a steel 
rod or tube is threaded to give the former 
the rigidity necessary for it to be accur- 
ately positioned in the formwork. 

After the concrete around the duct 
former has set, the centre core is with- 
drawn, and the rubber former pulled out. 
Due to the elasticity of the rubber, a 
noticeable reduction in area occurs under 
quite a small amount of tension, and the 
former literally slithers out of the con- 
crete, leaving a rectangular duct. A duct 
clearing tool is inserted to clear any 
‘fins’ or slight projections in the duct 
space. It is important that this operation 
should be carried out while the concrete 
is green. 

The Magnel-Blaton anchorage com- 
prises four main elements: a distribu- 
tion plate, ‘sandwich’ plates, shims and 
wedges. 

Stressing is normally carried out from 
one end only, and wires are stressed in 
pairs. After checking the wires, the 
wedges at the end remote from the jack 
are hammered home under slight initial 
tension in the wires, following which the 
full tension is progressively developed 
through the jack until the correct exten- 
sion of the wire, which is carefully 
measured, has been obtained, when the 
wedge at the jacking end is driven home. 
The jack is.then released, secured to the 
adjacent pair of wires, and it follows the 
same sequence until the whole cable is 
stressed. 

I have selected the Lee-McCall sys- 
tem since it differs from both the 
Freyssinet and Magnel systems in that a 
high-tensile alloy steel bar is used in place 
of the small diameter wires. This system 
was developed in this country. The alloy 
steel rods used may be from } to 14 in. 
in diameter, and may be used singly or 
in multiples. The anchorage is dependent 
on a special taper thread at each end 
of the rod through which the stress is 
transferred by degrees from the rod to 
the special nut which screws on to it. It is 
essential with this system that the length

plate, washer and anchorage nut, is 
assembled and the nut screwed home. At 
the jacking end a similar set of com- 
ponents is assembled, but two washers 
are used to help reduce final friction when 
screwing the nut home on completion of 
the stressing operation. The nut at the 
anchorage end is screwed only finger 
tight, and on the projecting end of the 
thread a special adapter is screwed. 

The jack is placed in position and 
secured to the adapter by means of a 
tapered cotter. One type of jack only is 
It is of 45-ton 
capacity, and by use of separate adapters 
can be used for any of the ‘ Macallay’ 
bar diameters available. 

A system which has achieved some 
popularity is the Gifford-Udall-CCL, 
which, like the Lee-McCall, has been 
developed in this country, but, unlike the 
former, it uses wires and wire cables 
rather than rods. It can! be used with a 
single wire or a cable of from two to 12 
wires, Multi-wire cables are of circular 
section held together by metal spacers, 
and at the ends are opened out to indi- 
vidual wire anchorages.; The end cable 
bearing is taken on a steel thrust plate 
through which the wires pass, each one 
of which is then inserted through a hole 
in the anchor plate, and‘the anchor plate 
is placed in contact with the thrust plate.

Individual Anchorages 


The individual ‘wire anchorages com- 
prise a small steel cylindrical sleeve, the 
inner core of which is slightly conical, 
and one pair of tapered semi-circular 
wedges. The wire is threaded through 
the steel cylinder with the smaller open- 
ing towards the anchor plate. The wedges 
are placed one on each side of the wire 
and driven home into the sleeve. This 
securely locks the wire. 

For the stressing operation a special 
grip is placed over the wire, after the 
anchor grip has been located, and the jack 
is slid into position over the special grip. 
When the necessary extension of the wire 
has been obtained the conical half wedges 
are placed round the wire and hammered 
home. Successive wires are dealt with 
in the same way until the entire cable is 
stressed. 

Next, the PSC one-wire system. This 
also has gained some popularity in Eng- 
land. It is developed and operated by 
the Licencees in the UK of the Freyssinet 
system, and can be used with 1, 2, 4, 8, 
10 and 12-in. wire anchorages. Like the 
Gifford-Udall-CCL it has advantages 
where weight and size of the equipment 
are of importance, and apart from the

prises the anchorage elements, (1) the 
guide, a flanged rectangular steel unit, 
trumpet-ended, which guides the wires 
into (2) the anchor block. The guide, 


which for the 4-wire anchorage is 3 in. 
long and a little less than 2} in. square 
at the outer end over the flanges, is cast 
into the concrete element to be stressed. 
The anchor block, which is of cast steel, 
has tapered and slanting holes to guide 
the individual wires to the grip. A special 
quick release grip is a feature, and is 
used in conjunction with an internal bush 
which is embedded in the concrete with 
the flat surface exposed (for a single 
wire), or with an external bush for multi- 
wire cables. The system is undoubtedly 
a compact one so far as equipment is 
<oncerned. 


The Dywidag System 

The Dywidag system is a German sys- 
tem and utilises high-tensile steel bars, 
of 11.7 m/m., 18.6 m/m, and 26 m/m. 
diameter (i.c., approximately 7, } and 
las in. diameter) as distinct from the 
British Lee-McCall system, the bars of 
which, while being similarly threaded, 
are threaded by a rolling and not by the 
¢<utting and taper thread process. In 
effect, this gives a swaged end which is 
threaded, eliminating the need for a high 
degree of accuracy so far as thread 
length is concerned. 

The anchor units comprise an anchor 
plate rather more elaborate than those 
previously described, which is cast into 
the end of the concrete being stressed; 
a conical seating bush; and an anchorage 
nut. 

The jack is applied to the threaded pro- 
jecting end of the bar and the prestress 
applied. The jack is somewhat more com- 
plex than the others described, but it 
must ‘be noted that it contains in the 


single unit the nut-tightening spanner, the 
pressure gauge and extensionmeter. 

Finally, I would describe a Swiss sys- 
tem, the BRRV, the initials being those 
of the names of the inventors and 
patentees. This is a multi-wire system, 
cables being made up from 13 to 42 indi- 
vidual wires for standard stressing forces 
of 28, 56, 90 and 128 tons and diameters 
of ducts varying from 13 in. to 2 in., de- 
pending on the size of cable, I am advised 
that a still larger cable, capable of an 
initial force of 250 tons, is in the course 
of development. 

This system uses a ‘ nail-head’ ended 
wire. The wire is passed through a collar 
before the nail end is formed. 

There are several types of anchorages 
available, which consist in general of an 
anchor head, a lock nut and bearing 
plate. An enlarged trumpet end is pro- 
vided to the sheath enclosing the wires, 
which enables the wires to be located in 
the collar prior to the ‘ nail-head’ form- 
ing operation. A threaded draw-bar which 
fits inside the ‘ nail-head ’ receiving collar, 
issued for tensioning and a _ lock-nut 
device similar in principle to both the Lee- 
McCall and Dywidag systems ensures 
permanency of the anchorage. 

Each of the seven systems I have de- 
scribed is used mainly for post-tension- 
ing. Each system has certain points in 
common which you will have identified. 
All can be used in preformed ducts or 
cast in sheathed cables. Anchorages 
depend on either a wedge system, a nut 
and bolt system, or, in the last-named, 
a nut and bolt combined with an ex- 
panded ‘nail-head’ deformator of the 
wire. All systems can, and are generally 
advocated to be, grouted, although 
various circumstances can contribute to 
the rare advisability of an ungrouted 
system.

external forces involved in tensioning tk 
wires. 

It will readily be appreciated th 
maximum efficiency of any pre-tensioning 
process is dependent on high 
strength concrete, capable of sustainix 
the pre-tensioning force. Only when tk 
concrete has sustained such a strengt 
can the moulds be stripped and the p 
tensioning prepared for the next cycle dj 
production. 

Wire used for prestressing is high te 
sile wire of such a diameter or shape a 
to enable the bond strength to & 
developed in as short a length as po 
sible. Some manufacturers use crimpe 
twisted or otherwise mechanically ¢ 
formed wire, but some loss of wir 
strength usually results. Wires ar 
usually gripped at each end, and 
quently one grip per wire is more con 
venient than multi-grip systems, and p 
stressing grips for long line productiot 
are designed for repeated use. Wires at 
passed through a perforated plate @ 
robust dimension which serves as 2 tell 
plate for wire location and an ancho 
plate at the same time.

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IN PARLIAMENT

he Park Lane Improvement Bill 


JHETHER more underpasses should be 

built in London to ease traffic con- 
estion was discussed in the House of Lords 
pn June 16 and 17, when the Park Lane 
mprovement Bill came up for second 
eading. 

Lord MANCROFT, Minister without Port- 
clio, who moved the second reading, said 
hat the Government were sometimes asked 
yhy they did not encourage the building of 
underpasses when they had been built with 
success on the continent, notably in Brussels. 
he reason More underpasses were not built 
in London was not for want of encourage- 
nent but for lack of opportunity. 

Uncerpasses needed streets with enough 
space ‘0 accommodate their approaches, and 
the places in London where the carriageways 
could be made wide enough without tre- 
mendcus expense were seldom the places 
where traffic would benefit. For example, 
it would be prohibitive to build either a 
north-to-south or an east-to-west underpass 
at Marble Arch. 

Lorp Lucas oF CHILWoRTH said that the 
trouble in the last 50 years was that there 
had never been enough wisdom to look far 
enough ahead. Millions and miltions of 
pounds had been wasted because roads had 
been made too narrow and then had to be 
widened foot by foot with the advent of 
different Chief Engineers at the Ministry of 
Transport. One of the chief criticisms about 
the bold scheme at the worst traffic spot in 
Britain was that it would only create another 
bottleneck in Knightsbridge. Yet that was 
true throughout the country, and if they 
waited until they could widen every length 
of road there would never be any improve- 
ments on them. 

It should not be thought that with this 
scheme, and those at Kingsway and Elephant 
and Castle, much imprint would be made on 
the traffic congestion. It was a contribution. 
He urged the Government to give serious 
consideration to reviving the idea of a road 
tight round London, with limited access. 

If Brussels could build a three-tiered 
underpass with an overhead road a mile long 
why did it take Britain four years to accom- 
plish a smaller scheme? The reason why 
road schemes in Britain were so costly was 
because of all the red tape and interminable 
officialdom which surrounded them. If a 
contractor was given the job at Hyde Park, 
and paid not for how long it took but for 
how long it did not take the job would be 
done much more quickly and cheaply. 

Complaint was made at the injury the 
scheme would do the Royal Parks, and on 
this a division was forced. The Bill was read 
a second time by 38 votes to 4. 


The Kingsway Tunnel 


The use of the Kingsway tunnel as an 
underpass for traffic was raised with the 
Minister of Transport in the Commons on 
June 18. Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, replying 
to Mr. GEOFFREY WILSON, said that possible 
uses for the tunnel had been under con- 
sideration for some considerable time, and 
he had recently invited the London and 
Home Counties Traffic: Advisory Committee 
to reconsider the: matter. 

A scheme had been devised for adapting 
Part of the tunnel ds a vehicle underpass 


beneath the. Strand-Aldwych intersection, 
and he understood that this was under con- 
sideration by the London County Council. 

He added that he understood it would not 
take a long time to modify the tunnel, which 
would be a useful addition to London’s 
traffic facilities. It would assist the separa- 
tion of traffic streams which was so 
important. 

Mr. HERBERT MorRISON wanted 
tunnel used as far as Theobalds-road. 

Mr. WATKINSON agreed that use should 
be made of the tunnel, and he would do his 
best to get something done.

Restriction on Opencast Mining 


BY an amendment introduced during the 

report stage of the Opencast Coal Bill, 
on June 16, the Gowernment have ensured 
that opencast coal mining operations will 
not be carried out right up to the side of a 
house, and have protected the amenities of 
certain valuable gardens round houses 
which are of architectural importance. They 
have set the distance at which the work 
must not be done as within 50 yards from 
a part of the building. 

Mr. CHampPion, for the Opposition, said 
that the proposal was wholly reasonable, 
but complained.that it provided no protec- 
tion for an occupier of a dwelling house 
who did not occupy the land surrounding 
his house, arguing that it was possible to 
have circumstances in which land running 
right up to the edge of a dwelling was not 
in the occupation of the occupier of that 
dwelling. 

He suggested that it was wholly reason- 
able that a man should be safeguarded up 
to 50 yards from his dwelling, even if the 
land which abutted his dwelling was not 
owned by him. On this basis Mr. Cham- 
pion moved an amendment to the Govern- 
ment’s proposal to secure that an occupier 
would be protected although he did not own 
the land abutting on his house. 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Power, replying for the 
Government, said that there was no over- 
sight. The Government’s amendment was 
severely limited by the principle that a dis- 
tinction had to be drawn between persons 
who had an interest and those who had not. 
If the land was land in which the owner of 
the house had no interest this was a risk 
which was run. 


All that they had been able to do was to 
ensure. that where land was in the same 
ownership operations would not take place 
within 50 yards of the house, nor should 
the garden in the ordinary sense of the word 
be destroyed to get the coal. The Govern- 
ment could not give rights against the Coal 
Board which could not be given to another 
operator. 

The Opposition’s amendment was rejected 
by 197 votes to 153, a majority for the 
Government, and the Government’s amend- 
ment agreed to. 

The Bill was later read the third time. 


Tax Concession for Industrial’ 

: Buildings 
rPHE announcement by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in the Commons on June 
17 [briefly reported in The Builder of 
June 20] that he had decided to increase the 
rates of initial allowances for plant, mach- 
inery and industrial buildings over and above 
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the level he had proposed in the Budget was 
something of a surprise to members, coming, 
as it did within two months of his earlier 
decision. 

His statement was welcomed by the com- 
mittee, which was continuing its further con- 
sideration of the Finance Bill, although some 
of the Opposition’s praise for this action 
was tempered with an attitude of ‘ We told 
you so. Indeed, Mr. HaroLpD WILSON 
described what had been said as a ‘ pussy- 
footed’ way of doing things. 

Mr. HEATHCOAT Amory told the com- 
mittee that it was desirable that plans for 
investment in the nation’s industry should 
continue to be made with confidence, if Bri- 
tain was to be able to exploit the oppor- 
tunities that lay ahead. Weighing the various 
factors which he had to take into account, 
he had come to the conclusion that it would 
be well to make some further increase in the 
practical encouragement he had sought to 
give to industrial investment in the Budget 
by improvements in the initial allowances. 

While one could not suppose that initial 
allowances were by themselves often’ likely 
to be a. determining factor in investment 
plans when they were under consideration, 
he believed that they nevertheless exerted a 
positive influence. Although frequent changes 
in the rates would be confusing, the fact that 
the allowances could be varied year by yeat 
might influence the timing of capital ex- 
penditure. ; 

He proposed to move at the report stage 
an amendment which would provide for an 
increase in the allowance by one-half ‘in- 
stead of one-quarter. The effect would be to 
raise them from 25 per cent. to 30 per cent. 
for plant and machinery and from 124 per 
cent. to 15 per cent: for industrial buildings. 
He did not intend to alter the special rate 
for mining works. The amended increase in 
the rate would date from Budget day (Aprit 
15). The total effect of the new proposals 
would be to double the effect of the original 
proposal. 

Mr. Amory did not say what the cost of 
the new concession would be. In introducing 
the original proposal he told the House that 
it would cost relatively: little this year, £16m- 
next year and £23m. in a full year. 


Opposition’s View 

Mr. HAROLD WILSON, after recalling the 
Opposition’s criticism of.the Budget increase 
as not being enough, and their suggestion 
that it would have been better to restore in- 
vestment allowances, commented on the re- 
cession in Britain which, he said, was 
concentrated in a few industries. One of the 
most depressed of those, he went on, was 
building. The reason for that depression was 
‘the drying up of the investment programmes 
of the 1954-55 boom.’ One would be glad 
if one felt that the Chancellor’s annourice- 
ment about initial allowances would lead to 
an ‘increase in essential investment, as it 
could have an important effect on the build- 
ing industry. f 

Mr. Wilson was sceptical about the prob-~ 
able benefit this latest change would secure. 
The kind of ‘braking action which was intro- 
duced last September had liad such an effect 
on British industry that, even if the Chan- 
cellor were to remove the credit squeeze and 
the many other inhibitions on ‘industry, it 
was doubtful whether the psychology of 
expansion was there to accept the offer he 
had made.

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Preserving London Wall 


LANS for the preservation and exhibi- 

tion of London Wall were discussed in 
the House of Lords on June 18. Lorp 
MoTTisTOoNE referred to an incident on May 
6 this year when he found a bulldozer 
engaged on demolishing part of this ancient 
monument, and asked the Government 
whether they would take immediate action 
to encourage its protection and display. 

He told the peers that urgent action had 
been taken to stop that operation, and a 
stout fence had been erécted around the 
bastion. The trouble was that to the un- 
tutored eye these monuments were in- 
distinguishable from the mass of scarred 
ruins in the neighbourhood. He was con- 
vinced that, if these extraordinary survivals 
of London’s past were not to be lost for 
good, action should be taken to preserve 
them now without waiting for the comple- 
tion of the rebyilding of the Barbican area. 
’ The work of careful repair and display 
should begin immediately by an exploration 
undertaken by experts, under the advice of 
the Ministry of Works. 

Lorp BLACKFORD, a trustee of the Tower 
Hill Improvement Trust, suggested the crea- 
tion of an open space in the form of a 
garden which should be joined to the 
churchyard of St. Giles, Cripplegate. He 
said that Lord Mottistone had produced a 
sketch of his idea of the way in which such 
a garden could be created there, and it was 
an attractive spectacle. 

EarL BatHursT, Lord in Waiting, said 
that the best protection the London Wall had 
today was the interest that the City Corpora- 
tion were taking in it, and also the expert 
knowledge of the City Engineer, who 
was himself a skilled and highly com- 
petent archaeologist. The wall bastions 
and walls were completely fenced round, 
and where it was exposed it’ was sprayed 
once a year with a silicone compound. 

It was the firm intention of the City Cor- 
poration to have a worthy display with some 
form of open space, which would be avail- 
able to the. public, and for the wall to be 
exposed to the public. It was also the inten- 
tion to introduce a similar scheme to that of 
St. Alphege’s church all the way round the 
wall. This open space, or garden of rest, 
would be a fine open space. 


Lord Mottistone’s Sketch 

The sketch of the garden which Lord 
Mottistone had produced was magnificent, 
but it would be impossible for the City 
Corporation to be tied to any such plan, but 
a similar type of plan was in their minds. 
The wall was now protected so that except 
for a great calamity there could not be a 
repetition of the accident Lord Mottistone 
had mentioned. 

It was doubtful whether any place of rest 
could ever be made for four or five years 
in the midst of the chaos at the end of 
Route 11, but he was confident that when 
the work began, the City Engineer and the 
City Corporation would be able bit by bit to 
excavate down to a suitable level, and find 
what they wanted to find at the base of the 
wall. Then they. would be able to combine 
all into a suitable plan. 

He would ask the Minister of Works to 
consider a suggestion that pilot diggings 
should be instigated and whether some form 
of protective fencing could be put: up, 


Reconstruction of Downing Street 


ME: RAYMOND ERITH, FRIBA, of 
Dedham, Suffolk, who specialises in 
18th-century period work, and has done a 
number of reconstructions of domestic build- 
ings of this period, has been appointed by 
the Minister of Works to draw up plans for 
the reconstruction of Nos. 10, 11, and 12, 
Downing-street, in accordance with the re- 
commendation of a committee set up to con- 
sider the preservation of those buildings. 

This was announced by the PRIME 
MINISTER in the House of Commons on 
June 19, on which day the report of the 
committee, which was presided over by the 
Earl of Crawford and Balcarres, chairman 
of the Royal Fine Art Commission, was pub- 
lished, 

The committee recofhmend that the three 
houses should be given a major structural 
overhaul. Planning and other preliminary 
work should start at once, and physical work 
should start as soon as alternative accom- 
modation can be made ready for the existing 
occupants. 


They urge that the major structural over- 
haul should aim at strengthening and recon- 
structing the existing houses and, so far as 
possible, retaining their present external 
appearance, although part of the top storey 
of No. 10, Downing-street, might be re- 
moved or altered, and No. 12 should be re- 
built to its original height. Inside Nos. 10 
and 11, rooms and features of historic or 
architectural importance should be pre- 
served, but the remainder of the interior 
should be replanned. 

Designs for external alterations should be 
submitted to the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion, and reconstruction of the Treasury 
buildings in Whitehall should be carried out 
concurrently with the work in Downing- 
Street. 


Historical Associations 


The committee were against the demoli- 
tion ‘of the houses and rebuilding to a 
new and modern design. They point out that 
the buildings had many historical associa- 
tions, and their demolitions would be de- 


plored. Nor is there any favour for the 
demolition of hiouses, and their replace- 
ment by a building which would be an exact 
replica of the existing Nos. 10 and 11, and of 
No. 12 before 1879, with entirely modern in- 
teriors, but with those features worth pre- 
serving being dismantled and reconstructed 
elsewhere, or with replicas reconstructed. 

They consider that because of the draw- 
backs to the existing office accommodation, 
especially in No. 10, and the fire risks, it 
would not be right to spend about £300,000 
on preserving the houses in precisely their 
present form. They had been assured by the 
Ministry of Works, and their own technical 
members, that it would be feasible to repair 
and strengthen the buildings so that they 
would be safe for many years to come. 

The foundations could be underpinned, 
walls, floors and staircases strengthened, the 
roofs rebuilt and services renewed all with- 
out altering the appearance or layout of the 
buildings. The expenditure on this would 
not be justified unless the result were to be a 
building which was economical, efficient and 
convenient for its various purposes, and that 
would not be achieved if the work was 
limited to minimum repairs. 
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The committee state that extreme co; 
involving demolition and rebuilding are 
necessary. They say that provided that wo 
was done before the condition of the st 
ture had deteriorated further, the foung, 
tions could be underpinned or renewed 
founded on the gravel sub-soil below, mo 
of the walls could be supported, althoug 
some might need replacement, the ro 
could be renovated and ‘enewed and dri 
out wood replaced with fire  resistiy 
material. Every wall would need inspectig 
to ensure it was stable. 

As it would probably be more costly 
underpin than to reconstruct de novo it; 
suggested that where the entire wall is foyp 
to be weak jt should be underpinned only jf 
jt intrinsically merits preservation. Withig 
it those features which were of historical] g 
architectural interest could be preserved, ap 
where necessary strengthened. Apart fro 
that the interiors should be replanned 
make the best possible use of the availah 
space, and to make reasonable fire prec, 
tions possible. 


Modifications to Exterior 


Two main modifications to the exterior ag 
suggested. The third floor over part of thé 
eastern section of No. 10, a comparatively 
recent addition, was out of keeping with the 
rest of the house, and there was no reason 
why it should not be removed or drastically 
altered. No. 12 should be rebuilt to it: 
original height, both for appearance, and fo; 
the extra accommodation it would provide. 
To reconstruct the houses on these line 
would cost about £400,000, but until the é&- 
sign was approved, and the houses had been 
completely opened up and the full truth 
about their condition was known, such an 
estimate could only be tentative. 

In recommending the appointment of an 
independent architect, to draw up plans for 
reconstruction and replanning, the con: 
mittee feel that he would have a freer hand 
in designing a new layout. Executive r- 
sponsibility for carrying out the work, a 
well as financia] control over expenditure on 
it, should rest with the Ministry of Works 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Thermal Insulation Regulations 


Mr. NaBARRO asked the Paymaster 
General what progress had been made with 
the drafting of the regulations under the 
Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) 
Act, 1957; and by what date he expected 
it would be possible to lay them before 
Parliament. 

Sm IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, in replying on June 16, 
said: Consultations are continuing on the § 
preliminary proposals circulated by my 
department to representative organisations 
last February. The Minister of Power hopes 
to be able to lay the regulations before Par- 
liament before the summer recess. 

Mr. Nabarro said that the requirements 
of the Act were that the regulations should 
become effective from January 1, 1959, or 
such earlier date as the Minister might de- 
cide. Would it be possible to make them 
effective before January 1, 1959. 

Sir I. Horosin: Not at this stage. We 
must give everyone an opportunity to make 
their observations. At the moment it does 
not appear likely that the proposals will 
require substantial modification.

Mr. KERSHAW said that that reply would 
received with some surprise, because 
ficials had been active in that part of the 
orld. Soon the country would be covered 
y a spider’s web of power lines unless some 
tter plans were made. Was there no other 
nethod of distributing electricity without 
overing the country with hideous pylons. 
Sir 1. HOROBIN said that it was technically 
ossible in most cases to put the lines 
nderground, but the cost was ‘quite fan- 
pstic’ over long distances. The Ministry 
nade every effort to see whether they could 
mbine economical distribution with the 
hinmum of damage to amenity. It was im- 
osible to please everyone, but the 
inistry did their best. 


Threat to Hadrian’s Wall 


DAME IRENE WarD asked the Minister of 
transport whether it remained the Govern- 
nent’s policy that no plans for road exten- 
ions would interfere with the security of 
adrian’s Wall and that full consultation 
vould take place on any proposals with the 
ociety for the Preservation of Ancient 
onuments. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, in a written 
ply on June 17, stated: The Minister of 
Works and I are fully alive to the impor- 
ance of preserving Hadrian’s Wall, which 
scheduled as‘an ancient monument. I can 
sure Dame Irene that any proposals made 
ome at any time by the highway authori- 
ies responsible for road improvements 
hich might affect the wall and its associated 
orks will not be approved without the most 
areful consideration of the views of. all 
he bodies concerned. 


Advertisements at Gatwick 


Mr. GeorGE Strauss asked the Minister 
Mf Transport and Civil Aviation whether he 
sould give instructions to remove the large 
dvertisement panels along the upper part 
— walls of Gatwick Airport’s main 
Mr. AREY NEAVE, Parliamentary Secre- 
ary, Ministry of Transport and Civil Avia- 
lon, replying on June 18, said: No. They 
tea valuable source of revenue, and were 
Provided for in the architect’s design. 

Mr. STRAUSS said that the hall and the 
sception hall were architecturally very fine, 
put it was a great pity to have banners of 


advertisements all the way round, advertis- 
ing all kinds of things, in colours, some’ of 
which matched and some of which’ did not. 
It gave a vulgar tone to the entire building. 
Surely, when it was desired to limit adver- 
tisements to.a few places where no aesthetic 
damage could be done, it would be a shame- 
ful thing to allow them to be put in this 
fine hall. 

Mr. NEAVE said that this was part of the 
architect’s original design, but he would 
examine it again. It might be possible to 
get advertisements more in keeping with the 
original intention of the architect. 


Monorail to London Airport 


Mr. Lipton asked the Minister of 
Transport and Civil Aviation, on June 18, 
what progress had been made in providing 
improved rail communication between 
London Airport and Central London. 

Mr. NEAVE: We are awaiting detailed 
proposals for monorail systems. Before a 
conclusion is reached the Minister would 
need to compare these with the scheme for 
a conventional rail link. He would also 
need to take into. account the large capital 
expenditure involved and the possible effects 
on rail traffic of the construction of a’ new 
motorway. 

He added, in another reply, that the 
Minister was anxious to reach a decision as 
soon as possible, but there were big financial 
considerations involved. It would cost 
between £164m. and £18m., and _ three 
separate monorail systems had to be 
examined. 

Helicopter Services 

Mr. Dopps asked the Minister of Trans- 
port and Civil Aviation, on June 18, what 
progress had been made in developing inter- 
city helicopter travel in Britain; how many 
local authorities and private interests had 
approached his department on the matter; 
and what was the situation about the selec- 
tion of helicopter landing sites in London. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON > Inter-city . heli- 
copter travel in this country mainly waits on 
the successful development of large multi- 
engined helicopters. These are unlikely to 
be in airline service for some years. One 
hundred and fifteen local authorities, includ- 
ing the London County Council and the City 
of London, and 77 private bodies, have 
approached my department for technical 
advice. 

Public local inquiries have been held to 
consider two applications to provide landing 
facilities for single-engined helicopters on the 
Thames in Central London. I understand 
that the decision of the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on these inquiries 
will be announced in the near future. 


LCC School Building Cut 


A severe cut in the LOC’s future school 
building programme—amounting to more 
than 60 per cent.—was announced by the 
Minister of Education in a written reply in 
the Commons on June 19. 

Mr, GEOFFREY LLOYD, replying to Mr. 
MICHAEL STEWART, said that the council had 
submitted proposals for the 1959-60 pro- 
gramme to the value of £3,207,815, includ- 
ing £900,000 for science accommodation in 
existing schools. He had accepted pro- 
posals to the value of £1,297,825, includ- 
ing £265,000 fer science accommodation in 
existing schools.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
IN GREATER LONDON 


Evidence Submitted to Royal 
Commission 


(CONTAINED in the joint evidence of 
the Association of Land and Property 
Owners and the Associated Owners of City 
Properties, as submitted to the Royal Com- 
mission on Local Government in Greater 
London, are sections relating to Town and 
Country Planning and Building Control. 

Among their observations on Develop- 
ment Plans the two bodies state that: ‘ The 
responsibility for preparing the Develop- 
ment Plan for the administrative County of 
London (including the City) rests on the 
London County Council, who must, how- 
ever, consult the Metropolitan Borough 
Councils and the City. The parts of Greater 
London outside the county are covered by 
the plans drawn up by the county boroughs 
or county councils of the areas in which 
they are situated—Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Kent, Middlesex, Surrey, as the case may 
be (who must consult their district councils). 
The production of the plans entails a great 
deal of labour for all concerned. 

‘When the effects of the plans are more 
fully realised—particularly the shadews they 
cast on all kinds of values—it will induce 
much more thorough examination of pro- 
posals as soon as they are made. Even so, 
much of the careful work may be negatived 
by arbitrary decisions of Ministers on the 
plans. Moreover, owners have to face the 
fact that the plans are only a guide to 
possible allowable developments. It cannot 
be assumed that consent will be given auto- 
matically to developments consistent with 
the plan; nor, on the other hand, that con- 
sents will not be given (especially to local 
authorities) for developments contravening 
the plan. 

‘All this calls for closer collaboration 
between Ministers, planning authorities, 
minor authorities, owners, occupiers and the 
public in the framing and approval of the 
development plans. It is, of course, for con- 
sideration whether the Development Plans 
for Greater London should not be co- 
ordinated into a more comprehensive whole.’ 


Building Control 


On building control the report says: 

‘In the administrative county of London 
construction of buildings is regulated under 
the London Building Acts. In the rest of 
the area under consideration, in common 
with all other parts of England and Wales, 
the control is exercised by by-laws follow- 
ing the model series issued by the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government. This 
entails inconsistencies between neighbouring 
authorities. 

‘There would appear little reason to-day 
why the by-law system which operates satis- 
factorily elsewhere—including the large pro- 
vincial cities—should not work equally well 
for London. On the other hand, the Lon- 
don Building Acts are specially designed 
for very densely developed areas, and in 
particular, clearly define the rights of adjoin- 
ing owners. Obviously, both systems have 
to be kept up to date in order to allow the 
proper use of new materials and techniques. 
Perhaps the best solution would be to com- 
bine the provincial by-law system with the 
definitions current in London as to the rights 
of adjoining owners.’

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—A big housing project 
sting £A10 is to be built within a mile 
the heart of Melbourne by roofing over 
railway cutting leading from the city. The 
heme, to be undertaken by a private com- 
any, will involve construction of 2,000 
nulti-storey flats rising to 15 floors. They 
jill accommodate 5,000 people. Parking 
ill be provided for 700 cars. Work will 
begin early next year. The Government 
ill receive a rental for the air space over 
he railway cutting. The Government 
eently approved plans by the Victorian 
mployers’ Federation for roofing the city’s 
olimont railway yards and erecting office 
buildings and shops over them at a cost of 
47,500,000. 


.CANADA.—The contract for the founda- 
jon and excavation work on the new 
ational Defence Medical Centre at Smyth- 
oad, Ottawa, has been awarded to the 
Perini Construction Company, Limited. It 
anticipated that $8,500,000 will be expen- 
fed on this 350-bed hospital. Contracts for 
¢ Main structure and services will be 
nwarded later this year. The new institution 
vill be housed in a seven-storey cruciform 
building of contemporary design. In addi- 
ion to the main hospital building, there will 
be a laundry and heating plant, with main- 
enance shops. . . . The Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics reports in an advance statement 
that work on the construction of new resi- 
dential units in April rose to 13,180 units 
from 8,700 a year earlier. This boosted 
anuary-April starts almost 80 per cent. to 
0,450 units from last year’s total of 17,110 
units. Completions rose in April to 8,981 
units from 7,019 a year ago, raising the 
January-April total to 35,296 units from 
31,656. Units in various stages of construc- 
tion at April 30 climbed nearly 25 per cent. 
0 68,167 from 54,730, due to a larger year- 
to-year increase in starts compared to com- 
pletions. 


CANADA.—A Canadian town has been 
planned, named, a mayor and council in- 
stalled until 1962, and an intended 15-year 
Programme completed, practically before 
building operations have commenced. This 
3,000 acre town which only consists, at 
present, of fields, trees and a few scattered 
ottages, has been named Candiac. It is 
ituated on the south shore of the St. 
Lawrence River approximately ten miles 
from downtown Montreal. As a result of 
4 multi-million dollar, residential-industrial 
development project, Candiac is expected to 
have a population of 50,000 by 1972. Con- 
struction was started last summer. Sewage 
services and road foundations are expected 
to be completed this month, at a cost of 
$30,000,000. -The town’s first 100 homes 
were started this spring. When the project 
1s completed about 14,000 apartment units, 
detached and semi-detached homes will 
have been constructed. Six small industries 
are to move in this year, and by early 1959 
4 major industry will have settled in. 


CANADA (NEWFOUNDLAND). — A 
$569,762 contract has been announced for 
4 46-unit subsidised rental housing project 
in St. John’s. "Works Minister Green and 
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B. J. Abbott, Newfoundland minister of 
municipal affairs and supply, said in a joint 
announcement the contract had been 
granted to Eastern Woodworkers Limited 
of New Glasgow, Nova Scotia. The pro- 
ject comprises 20 three-bedroom and 26 
two-bedroom houses. Previous federal- 
provincial housing projects approved for 
Newfoundland’s capital provide for 538 
rental homes and a land assembly project 
of 554 residential lots. 


COLOMBIA.—A representative cf the 
French consortium Campenon Bernard is 
reviewing, at the request of the Ministry of 
Public Works, the possibility of extending 
the dock area of Santa Marta. The Central 
Government is associated with a new scheme 
for financing the construction of the 
Thermo-Electric Centre at Paipa which was 
suspended for lack of funds. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. Some 
details have been released by the Dominican 
Republic Embassy in London of a large 
irrigation plan in the Republic designed to 
improve the supply to existing waterways 
and to provide irrigation for.an addi- 
tional 75,000 acres. The contract for the 
project, which was open to international 
tender, was won recently by two local firms, 
Mendoza and Armenteros, consulting 
engineers, and Concretera Dominicana, 
C. por A., a constructional company. The 
plan will harness the waters of the River 
Yaque del Norte and will be known as the 
Tavera Scheme. A survey has begun and 
engineers and contractors are preparing 
plans and designs for a large dam about 75 
meters high which will seal off a large basin 
intended to hold 150 million gallons of 
water. It is proposed to use the existing 
river bed as far as possible, together with the 
main existing canals. Additional waterways 
will be created. The area to be flooded is 
at the boundary of the Santiago and La 
Vega provinces. 


FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA— 
Plans have been announced for the con- 
struction of a five megawatt atomic power 
station at Fort Lamy. The reactor will be 
of the boiling water type and it is under- 
stood that the design is American... . 
Tenders for the construction of the railway 
and cableway to the manganese deposits at 
Franceville are now being considered by 
Comilog. British companies are understood 
to have joined groups tendering for both 
sections of the route. 


HONG KONG.—The King’s and York 
Buildings are to be rebuilt. The first stage, 
demolition of the Buildings and the erection 
of half of the new Union House on their 
site (a 20-storey structure with an H-shaped 
arcade) will be completed by 1962. . 
Rediffusion (Hong Kong Ltd.) are to erect 
an 8-storey block, housing modern studios, 
music libraries and control rooms. The 
area chosen will also provide a modern 
arcade of 18 shops. The broadcasting sec- 
tion of the building will include five modern 
audio studios, recording rooms, etc. The 
two main television studios will be two- 
storeys high. . . . Shaw & Sons Ltd., film 
producers, are to build new studios in the 
Clear Water Bay-road area at a cost of 
several million dollars. Mr. Eric Cumine 
is the architect. . . . The 16-storey, 430 room 
Park Hotel, which will cost well over $11m. 
is scheduled for completion by 1960. The 
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architect is Mr. Edward W. K. Lee. Near- 
by a 17-floor composite building is to be 
erected comprising a basement car park, 

shops and arcades on the ground, first and 

second floors, and studio apartments on the 

13 upper floors. . . . The Ritz night club 

is to be replaced by an 8-storey hotel with 

a swimming pool and ballroom. Another 

hotel is planned for the Chung King 

Arcade, Kowloon. . . . Tenders are being 

examined for the 10-storey new Government 

Stores Building. . . . The Hong Kong Hous- 

ing Authority’s third scheme at So Uk, will 

house about 30,000 persons at a cost of 
$50m. The first section is due to be com- 
pleted in March, 1959. Work has been 
started by the Hong Kong Housing Society 
on their Kun Tong project. This entails 
the building of 1,081 flats in seven multi- 
storey blocks at a cost of $S5im.... An 
official release made last February of the 
Murray Barracks, the Parade Ground and 
certain other buildings and land will release 
for development valuable and badly needed 
land in the centre of the city. A suitable 
site for a new hotel may be found there and 
the opportunity will also be afforded to re- 
plan an important traffic intersection. .. . 
The Government is considering the possi- 
bility of removing the Kowloon-Canton 
railway terminal at Tsimshatsui, near the 
Star Ferry terminal to a site at the north 
end of the Hunghom Reclamation. The 
services of a London firm of consulting 
engineers, Sir William Halcrow & Partners 
Ltd., have been engaged to ascertain 
whether such a move can be made at an 
acceptable cost. The removal of the ter- 
minal would release over 38 acres of valu- 
able land near the harbour for develop- 
ment. . . . The Government is to build two 
new abbatoirs, one on Hong Kong Island 
and the other in Kowloon, to replace the 
existing ones. Two experts from a London 
firm of consulting engineers, W. Douglas & 
Sons Ltd., visited the Colony to advise the 
Government on this project. 

IRAQ—The Development Board are 
considering town plans and housing schemes 
for Kufa and Najaf and have asked their 
Greek consultants, Doxiadis Associates, to 
make studies. . . . The Board awarded the 
following contracts: the model village at 
Mussayib to Al Daudi and Al Janabi Con- 
struction Co., 20, Naji al Khedairy Build- 
ing, King Faisal Il Square, Baghdad, and 
the Sulaimaniya Housing Scheme to 
Mohammed Qaftan, 12/112, Bab al Agha, 
Baghdad. . . . The Board of the Tobacco 
Monopoly Administration awarded the con- 
tract for the construction of the cigarette 
factory at Sulaimaniya to Haj Ali Kola 
(Khan Mohammed Sa’ed Khaffaf, Suq al 
Safafir, Baghdad. Construction is due for 
completion in 14 months’ time... . It is 
reported that the Ministry of Social Affairs 
is to carry out a low price housing scheme 
for 1,000 houses at Zaafaraniyah on the 
outskirts of Baghdad. It is intended that a 
call for tender will be issued in the near 
future. 

NETHERLANDS.—Three of the large 
oil companies have established a company 
named ‘Rotterdam-Rhine Pipeline Com- 
pany Limited’ to construct a 200 mile pipe- 
line between Rotterdam and the Ruhr with 
an initial capacity of 74 million tons a year. 
It is expected to be completed in 1960... . 
A new project has been announced for the 
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improvement of the North Sea canal and 
for the expansion of Amsterdam Harbour. 
This will cost about £25m. and will make 
Amsterdam accessible to ships of up to 
100,000 tons. The first part of the scheme 
provides for the widening of the entrance 
to the canal at Ijmuiden. The second part 
envisages the extension of the harbour area 
to double its present size. This work will 
not be completed before 1975 but will in- 
clude the construction of several new 
basins in the western sector of the harbour 
providing discharging facilities for oil and 
bulk cargoes. There is also the passibility 
of the establishment of an oil refinery. 


NEW ZEALAND.—The Auckland Har- 
bour Bridge Authority expects to spend 
£2,582,000 this financial year, according to 
estimates presented to the authority’s annual 
meeting. Bridge construction will take 
£1,300,000, approach roads and buildings 
£702,000. Reports to the -Authority indi- 
cate that the approach roads will be com- 
pleted by the end of the financial year on 
March 31 next, and that the bridge will be 
nearly completed by then: The adminis- 
tration and maintenance buildings and toll 
booths on the North Shore to cost nearly 
£140,000, are also due to be completed by 
that time. By then the board expects to 
have paid about £6.5m. of a total -capital 
outlay of about £6.7m. The authority’s 
chairman, Sir John Allum, in his annual 
report, said advice that the bridge could 
not be completed before May, 1959—10 
months after the original date of July 25, 
1958—came as a very great disappointment. 
But since last August excellent progress had 
been made. Sir John said that to date he 
had not been advised of any reasons, except 
particularly poor weather, why this date 
(May, 1959) should not be adhered to. He 
added that the authority was planning 
accordingly for the future on that basis. ... 
The New Zealand National Roads Board 
is faced with the prospect of having to spend 
nearly £4m. a year on bridge replacement 
and construction. An average of £2,261,000 
has been spent on this work each year for 
the past three years. A national survey 
made recently shows that within 10 years 
more than 54 miles of bridging will need 
replacement. The board’s advisers consider 
that in spite ofa declining engineering and 
design potential in the country there is a 
reasonable prospect of achieving the 
target of 30,000 ft. of replacements 
annually by greater standardisation and 
greater use of factory-made_ structures. 
As nearly all bridge 
done by contractors, either those in 
business today would have to increase their 
output, the numbers would have to increase, 
or roading authorities would have to do 
more work with their own labour forces. 
There would be a trend away from steel 
bridges to reinforced or prestressed con- 
crete, ... In and around Auckland a score 
of major building contracts are under way 
valued at over £6m. Some of the larger 
projects are: Government. offices—cost £1m. 
The 11-storey building in Civic Square is 
expected to be completed by April, 1959. 
The building will be the highest in New 
Zealand—130 ft. above the ground. Exclud- 
ing the 30-car parking basement, the 10 
floors have an area of 171,000 sq. ft. and 
will accommodate 1,300 employees and at 
least four Government departments, Magis-

The Lieutenant-Governor, Sir 
John Mellis Napier, foreshadowed legislation 
to cover four major projects to cost about 
£A50m. They are steelworks and rolling 
mills at Whyalla, costing £A30m., a £A16m. 
oil refinery south of Adelaide, extension of 
oil exploration licences in the great artesian 
basin area, and an extension of the cellulose 
industry. 


EUROPEAN TIMBER MARKET 


Prospects for 1958 

- ‘ Not Encouraging ’ 

THE development of the European forest 
products market in general, and that of 
sawnwood in particular, depends primarily 
on the course which Evtrope’s overall 
economy may take. This is the view ex- 
pressed in the latest issue of the Timber 
Bulletin for Europe, jointly published by 
the Secretariat of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe (ECE) 
and Food and Agriculture Organization 
(FAO) (obtainable through sales agents of 
UN publications, price 7s. 6d.). 

Throughout the early months of 1958, 
demand on the western Europe timber 
market remained relatively low, and im- 
porters seemed in general to show greater 
caution than in the past few years. 

The gradual stagnation of industrial pro- 
duction in western Europe as a. whole— 
which in some countries even developed into 
a decline towards the end of 1957—the 
economic recession in North America and 
its possible repercussions on the European 
economy, along with the continued credit- 
restricting policies and dearer money in most 
of the countries, all conditioned the course 
of the market around the turn of the year. 

The bulletin states in conclusion that the 
prospects of the European timber market 
in 1958 do not appear particularly encour- 
aging; forest industries in general, and pulp 
and paper industries in particular, seem to 
have expanded their production capacity 
above the prospective consumption require- 
ments in 1958. Europe’s saw-milling in- 
dustry has for years already had an excess 
capacity over potential demand.
